A Special Session of the Board of Supervisors of Monroe 
County was held Pt their rooms in the Court House, in the city 
of Eochester, on Tuesday, the 26th day of March, 1872, in pur- 
suance of the following call, issued by the Clerk :

8ra : — You are hereby instructed to call a Special Meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors, to be held at the Court House, in the city of Rochester, on 
Tuesday, March 26th in St., at 11 o'clock a.m., for the purposfe of considering the 
proposed plans, specifications and contract for the new Alms House building, 
and all other matters relating thereto.

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"Upon motion of Mr. Jeffords, Mr. Achilles was appointed 
temporary Chairman. 

The call for the Special Meeting was then read by the Clerk. 

Upon motion of Mr. Malone, the rules and regula- 
tions of the last Board were' adopted to govern this Special 
Session. 

Mr. Malone presented the following report, which was accepted : 

To the Boanrd of Supervisors of Monroe County : 

Gentlemen — The Building Committee appointed by your honorable body 
to construct a new alms house this present season, would respectfully report: 
That they advertised for and received sealed proposals from eighteen differ- 
ent builders of the county, differing in amounts from $56,343 to $67,396. 
Your committee saw fit to reject all of the proposals offered, and have made 
a contract with Messrs. Thompson & McElhinny, men of responsibility, who 
have sufficient force to complete the same within the time specified in the 
contract, and in accordance with the plans and amended specifications, fo 
the sum of $69,600. Your Committee have made no provision for heating 
and plumbing, for the reason that the amount of money appropriated by 
your Board was insufficient to complete the work in all its parts. In our 
opinion, it will require an additional appropriation of at least $8,000 to finish 
the same. 

We have made arrangements with Messrs. Thompson & Co. to take all of 
the old material in the present buildings at prices named in the contract, a 
copy of which we herewith submit as a' part of this report. 

Your Committee located the site of the new Alms House on the County 
farm between the Insane Asylum and the Penitentiary, and fifty feet south 
of and midway between the two buildings. 

The contractors entered at once upon the fulfillment of the contract, and 
large amounts of stone are already delivered upon the ground for use as soon 
as the weather will permit.

CONTRACT. 

An agreement made this 28th day of February, 1872, between George H. 
Thompson and John W. McElhinny, both of the City of Rochester, compos- 
ing the firm of George H. Thompson & Co. , builders, on the one part, and the 
Board of Supervisors of the County of Monroe on the other part. 

The said Thompson & Co. agree that they will provide all the materials, 
Ac, and well and completely do and finish all the work provided for or con- 
templated by the accompanying specifications and the plans and drawings 
referred to therein, made by J. R Thomas, architect, and in accordance there- 
with, except as in this contract expressly stipulated or provided, by the 15th 
day of October next, and as much sooner as the same can be done by the use 
of due diligence, for the sum of ^59,600, which sum the Board agree to pay 
to 3aid Thompson & Co. for and upon the fulfillment and performance of 
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their part of this agreement in the manner following, to-wit : in sums as the 
work progresses: That the said Thompson & Co. may call for not exceeding 
eighty per cent, of the work and materials, as the same may be estimated by 
the architect who may be in the employ of said Board, from time to time, 
and as such estimates may be approved by the Building Committee of the 
said Board in charge of the work ; and the remaining twenty 
per cent, of the whole price when this agreement on the part 
of the said Thompson & Co. shall be fully and well done and 
performed, and completed to the satisfaction of the Committee in 
charge and of the said architect, or such architect as the Committee may 
from time to time empjoj; under the directions of such Committee and such 
architect, all such work is to be done and mateiials furnished. 

The said Board or its Committee in charge may at any time tdirect any altera- 
tions, deviations or omissions in the work or materials, etc , hereby contracted 
for, to which the said Thompson & Co. shall conform; and this contract shall not 
in any manner be aflfected, except that the true and fair value of such altera- 
tions, etc., shall be added to or deducted from said contract price, as the case 
may be; and all questions as to the intent and meaning of the said specifica- 
tions, plans and drawings, shall be decided by the architect in charge. 

All the materials are to be of the best (juality, and all the work is to be done in 
a good, safe, substantial and workmanlike manner; and the said Thompson & 
Co. shall take and bear all and all kinds of risk of accident and misfortune; and 
all the work and materials necessary or "proper (though not expressly mention- 
ed) for doing what this contract and said specifications, plans, etc., fairly 
contemplate or imply, shall be done and furnished by the said Thompson & 
Co. Instead of the iron beams and arches provided for in the specification's, 
there are to be wood joists ;and hard wood floors as elsewhere; but the floors 
in the corridors are to be deadened — that is, to be double, with mortar , one 
an& a quarter inches thick between ; and the cealings of the uppermost corri- 
dor to be lathed and plastered as the other ceilings. The basement walls are 
to be furred out and plastered on the wall. 

In place of one of the two iron doors in each and every of the eight cor- 
ridors there shall be wooden doors corresponding with the other doors in 
the several stories respectively — that is, eight of the sixteen iron doors omit- 
ted and such wooden doors substituted; and the- said Thompson & C'O. furth- 
er agree that they will take from the County (if requested) all or any suita- 
ble brick that there may be in the present Poor-House buildings, and allow 
and credit the same on this contract as follows : If they shall be delivered 
by the County on the ground of the work, cleaned and in time for use in the 
new buildings eight dollars per thousand; if cleaned by the County, but if not 
in time for' use in the new buildings, five dollars per thousand; and if taken 
down and cleaned by said Thompson & Co., four dollars per thousand, 
whether used in the new buildings or not. 

Witness the hands of the said Thompson & McElhinny,and of the Building^ 
Committee appointed by the said Board and acting under the authority con- 
ferred by said Board.

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By Mr. Malone — 

Whereas, It appears^y the report of tlfe Committee on building the Poor- 
House, made this day, that it will require at least $8,000 more than the 
amount to which they were limited ($61,761) to finish the building with 
plumbing and heating apparatus complete; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Building the new Poor-House be hereby 
authorized to incur an expense of $8,000 in addition to the amount heretofore 
fixed by the Board of Supervisors. 

♦ Mr. Montgomery moved as an amendment that the Committee 

be instructed to restore the fire-proof corridors in the new build ' 

ing, as provided for in the printed specifications, providing the 

additional expense shall not exceed $1,400. 

Pending the discussion, the Board took a recess until 2 p. m. 



Afternoon Session.

The Chairman presented the following communication from 

the County Treasurer : 

To the Himorable the Boa/rd of SupertyUors of Monroe County : 

Gentlemen — Allow me to call the atteDtion of the Board to the necessity 
of taking some action in regard to supplying the deficiency in the following 
funds, as there will yet be a large demand on the treasury before the close ot 
the fiscal year. You will see by referring to the proceedings of the lasl^ 
Board the amounts appropriated to the different funds : 

Contingent fund, overdrawn \. . . . $436 86 

Jury fund, overdrawn >, 65 63 

Justices* and Constables* fund, balance 187 96 

There is also a demand on the treasury, on account of the Utica Insane 
Asylum of about $1,300 above the amount appropriated for that fund.

Mr. Jeffords moved that a Committee, consisting of two from 
each Assembly District, be appointed to investivate and report 
upon the condition of the finances of the county, and that the 
communication from the Treasurer be referred to such Committee.

The Chairman appointed as such committee Messrs. Jeffords, 
Martin, Mack, Whitcomb, Bates and Larkin. The Chairman, 
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upon motion of Mr. Jeffords, was afterwards added to the com- 
mittee. 

By permission^ Mr. Churchill, trustee of the Insane Asylum, 
and Dr. Lord, Warden, addressed the Board in reference to the 
contemplated improvements at that institution. 

By Mr. MclSTaughton — 

Besolved, That the Trustees and Warden of the Insane Asylum be respect- 
fully requested to submft in writing to this Board a brief statement of the 
improvements contemplated to be made by them to the Monroe county Insane 
Asylum, and the cost of the same, according to the proposals received, with 
an estimate of the number of patients which can be accommodated in said 
Asylum when tlie improvements are completed; and that the special com- 
mittee appointed to report as to the most feasiblft and proper way of raising 
, funds to pay for the new Alms House building, submit also a plan for raising 
' the sum (but not exceeding $6,000) necessary to complete said improvements 
to the Insane Asylum. 

Upon motion of Warren, the Board took a recess until 2 p. m. 



Afternoon Session. 
Mr. McNaughton presented the following, which was accepted : 
lo ihd Honorable the Board of Supervisors of the County of Monroe : 

Gentlemen : In pursuance of a resolution of the Board passed this day, 
requesling a report in regard to the plans of enlargement to the Insane Asy- 
lum, your subscriber, in behalf of the Trustees and Warden, would respect- 
fully report : 

* That since the appropriation made by the State of twenty thousand dollars 
$20,000) for the improvement of the Monroe County Insane Asylum, the sum 
<of six thousand six hundred and fifty dollars and seventy-nine cents ($6 650 79) 
has been already expended in the procurement of a supply of water, sewer- 
age, steam heating apparatus, and such other improvements as seemed most 
necessary for the immediate use of the institution. Your trustees, in con- 
sidering further the wants and condition of the insane in our institution, 
have been led to see the necessity of additional room to render them as well 
provided for as in our State institution. Plans and specifications for this 
object have been drawn up and are herewith presented to this Board for 
your consideration. The plan marked number one, with the low or hip roof 
and two stories, with basement, will cost sixteen thousand four hundred and 
seventy-three dollars ($16,473); but with the additional sum of one thpusand 
six hundred and thirty-seven dollars ($1,637), an additionM.1 story after the 
plan with Mansard roof, marked as number two, can be added, making a 
building of better proportion and style, and giving, when finished, verv 
greatly increased accommodations for the inmates. To accomplish this work 
and to provide for heating and plumbing, a sum of three thousand dollars 
(♦3,000) in addition to the amount authorized by the Board of the previous year, 
will be necessary. With this amount the capacity of the institution will be 
fully doubled, and the comfort and welfare of the inmates will be greatly aug- 
mented. Your Trustees would ask that some provision be made for the pay- 
ment of the contractors as the work progresses, and if the plan with Mansard 
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roof and extra stoir be approved, tbe additional sum of three thousand dol- 
lars ($3,000) be authorized, and with the former amount of three thousand 
dollars (|3,0()0), making six thousand dollars, ($6,000) be provided for. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Jeffords, from the Select Committee appointed to report 
upon the condition of the finances, submitted the following re- 
port, which was accepted : 

To ths Board of Supervisors of Morwre County: 

Gentlemen:— The undersigned, a Special Committee appointed under & 
resolution of the Board at their Special Session on the 23d Inst., whose duty- 
it was to examine and report upon the entire bonded indebtedness of the 
County, as well also on the amount of appropriations made bv the Board dur- 
ing the last two years, the payment of which is not yet fully provided for, 
and also additional sums called for at the present session, would report as 
follows: 

Your Committee have carefully examined the books in the Treasurer's 
office, and find that the total bonded indebtedness of the County outstanding 
and unpaid, on the 15th day of February last, for bounty purposes, under 
authority of various resolutions of former Boards, is $1,071,800, the payment 
of which extends through a period of eleven years, and are made payable as 
follows: 

There will be due on the 15th day of February, 1873, annual interest bonds 

amounting to $ 44,800 

February 15, 1874 95,900 

February 15, 1875 99,200 

February 15, 1876 99,700 

February 15, 1877 194,200

Bounty bonds re-issued under the .resolutions of the Board of 1870 and;i871, 
extending their time of Payment as follows:

Making the total amount of bounty bonds outstanding and unpaid, $1,071,- 
800.00. 

The $100,000 falling due February 15th, 1879, are bonds sold to the Bowery 
Savings Bank of the City of New York, for cash to pay bounties to volunteers. 
The $60,000 falling due on the 15th day of Februarv, 1880, are bonds sold at 
par value to the Monroe County Savings Bank for bounty purposes. These 
tw^o last issues are coupon semi-annual interest bonds, the interest payable 
on the 15th day of August and February of each year. The new bonds re-is- 
Bued, the payment of which were extended amounting to $300,000, are also 
semi-annual interest bonds, the interest payable in August and February in 
each year as aforesaid, and were sold at a premium, and are to a great 
extent now held by farmers and mechanics in the County. We thus have a 
total of $450,000 of semiannual interest bonds, the interest on which for six 
months will fall due on the 15th day of August next. If we add one year's 
interest on outstanding bonds, which must be provided for by the 15th dar 
of February next, the interest being $73,860, which, added to the principal, 
will make the total bonded indebtedness of the County on the 16th day of 
February next, $1,128,860. 

There is also an indebtedness existing against the County of $27,500. 00, being 
an unpaid balanc e for the interest of the City on the Court House property, pur- 
2 
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chased by the County, which must be provided for duiing the preseni^ear. 
Tliis fast mentioned sum bears no interest. 

Your Committee also find tliat at the session of the Board on the 5th day of 
February, 1872, there was appropriated by resolution the sum of $62,000, for 
the purpose of building an Alms House; and on the 26th day of March, 1872, 
there was by resolution appropriated an additional sum of $10,000 for the 
same purpose, thus making a total appropriation for the Alms House of $72,- 
000. Tliese two last appropriations will also, by the terms of the contract 
for the erection of that building, have to be provided for and paid during the 
present year. 

There was also appropriated by resolution of the Board, passed and adopt* 
ed on the 5th day of February, 1872, for the enlargement of the Insane Asjr 
lum, the sum of $3,000. The Trustees and Warden of that institution have 
presented plans and specifications to the Board at its present session asking 
an appropriation of $3,000, for the purpose of completmg an additional wing- 
to that building now under process of erection. A very large and liberal ap- 
propiation has already been made for that purpose by the Legislature of thi» 
State, and they also report that when said additional work shall be fully com- 
pleted by the addition of a third story and covered with a substantial Mansard 
roof, the building will then be in a condition to accommodate at least twa 
hundred inmates. • , 

Your Committee in tracing back the history of Monroe County Insane 
Asylum to 1863, when, by an act of the Legislature, it was made a separate 
institution from the County Alms House, find that the whole number of in- 
mates supported at that institution during the year was sixty-three. The 
number of inmates now in that institution have increased to 137, and ha» 
more than doubled during the last nine years— thus showing that insanity i» 
rapidly increasing in our midst, keeping pace with the increase of population 
in our County; and while the Board are by law the guardians of that institu- 
tion, and have the sole control and management thereof, we believe that it 
only performs a conscientious duty, when it willingly extends its fostering care 
over the unfortunate inmates confined therein, and so f'lr as possible adopt 
measures to add to tiieir comfort and convenience. "We would, therefore, 
recommend to the Board to grant the request of the Trustees and Warden of 
that insiitution, authorizing the appropriation called for. 

Your Committee have had a statement of the County Treasurer referred to 
them for their consideration, which statement shows that the past year has. 
.jbeen attended with unusual expense to the County in the trial and conviction 
' of criminals. 

The Treasurer reports that between the first day of May, 1871, and the first 
day of December thereafter, a period of six months, he paid on orders of the 
Court: 

From the Jury Fund $ 4,569 15 

From Justices' and Constables' Fund 4,170 00 

From the Contingent Fund 11,400 00 

Making a total paid from these funds during six months of $20,139.15. 

The contingent fund is overdrawn $436.86. Jury fund overdrawn $65.62 • 
While there remains in the Treasury to the credit of Justices' and Consta* 
bles' fund $137.95. If we adopt the expenses of last year as a fair basis for 
the expenses of the present year, it will become necessary to raise and place 
in the Treasury to the credit of the funds named, at least $20,000.00. There 
is another consideration which your Committee deem proper should be pro- 
vided for. By an act of the Legislature passed since this Board has been 
in Session, the salary of the County Judge and the salary of the Surrogate 
have been increased to $4,000 each. The Board of last year fixed the salary 
of County Judge at $3,4 0, while they failed to fix the salary of the Surro- 
gate. This increase in the salaries of the two ofllcers named, will require an 
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additional Appropriation of $2,500 during the year. If to the original bonded 
indebtedness of the County we add tlie other items of appropriations already 
made, it will show that the entire indebtedness of the County is $1,199,800. 
In view of this very large indebtedness it seems to have been the settled poli- 
cy of former Boards to levy and assess in each year about $1^0,000 of taxes 
extraordinary, to the legitimate annual expenses of the County, thereby pro- 
ducing a tax of about two and a half per cent, upon the equalized valuation 
of the property in the County. Your Committee would respectfully recom- 
mend that this policy be continued in the future. 

In conclusion, your Committee would recommend that the Board at ita. 
present session authorize the Treasurer to borrow on the credit of the Coun- 
ty the sum of $60,000, and leave the Board to provide the balance at their an- 
nual session. 
We therefore offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the (/Ounty be, and he hereby is author- 
ized 10 borrow on the credit of the County, the sum of sixty thousand dollars- 
($60,000), and give a note or notes therefor, payable on the 15th day of De- 
cember next; and that the foregoinjg sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000), 
be levied and assessed upon the taxable property of the County in the roUs of 
the present year to meet the payment of said note or notes when the same- 
shall become due.

Gektlemen : — The undersigned, a special Committee appointed under 
resolution of your Board, to confer with the Commissioners recently ap- 
pointed bv an act of the Legislature to select a site for a City Hall and erect 
such building, Jin regard to the matter contained in the communication of 
^uch Commissioners, presented to the Board this morning, respectfully re- 
port, that during the recess we met Messrs. Buell, Powers and Howe— Messrs. 
Whitney and Hay den being out of town— who presented their views to your 
•Committee. 

The suggestions made by the Commissioners are briefly and in substance 
AS follows : 

That the County and city should unite in the erection of a building of 
suflScient capacity to accommodate the city and County jointly; that such 
building should be erected in the rear of the present Court-House and City 
Hall, and the expense thereof be borne by the County and city in such pro^ 
portions as may be just and equitable, all things considered; that while such 
building is being constructed, arrangements should be made for the joint oc- 
cupation, as at present, of the Court-House. 

The Commissioners further suggest that if these propositions should meet 
the views of your Honorable Body, that an act of the Legislature should be 
procured by which the Board of Supervisors should appomt such addition- 
al Commissioners as should enable the County to be fairly represented in all 
matters pertaining to the said proposed building. The Commissioners 
further suggest, that in view of the fact that when the County comes into 
possession of the City-Hall part of the Court House, a large sum will have to 
be expended to make the east part of the building fire proof, or equally fire 
proof, as the west end; that the sum so saved, together with the sum which 
can be realized from the sale of the old material in the Court-House, will go 
very far towards the payment of the just share of the County in the cost of 
the proposed new building. 

The matter contained in the communication of the Commissioners is of 
grave importance, as well as worthy of careful consideration and attention; 
and while your Committee do not deem it within the scope of their duty to 
make .iny suggestions as to the course to be pursued in regard to the matter, 
we would recommend the appointment of a special Committee to confer with 
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the said Commissioners and obtain data and figures showing the probable- 
cost of the proposed new building, and the proportion thereof which would 
be assumed by the city, and an estimate of the sum which cdn be realized 
from a sale of the material in the present Court-House. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Malone, from the Committee to build the new Alms House, 
presented the following report, which was adopted : 
To the Honorable the Board of Supervisora of Monroe County : 

The Commiltee for building the new Poor House would respectfully report 
to your honorable body as follows : 

As the building approaches completion, the Comii\)ttee make this partial 
report, it being necessary to provide more funds for the final settlement and 
completion of the building— the sum of $50,000 having been provided by the 
Board at the special meeting in April, 1872. The Conyuittce found, upon 
examining the grounds upon which the buildinij waswdered to be con- 
structed, after the contract was let and speciHcations were drawn up, it be- 
came necessary, in order to procure a good foundation, to have an extra wall 
built of 142J perches, at |3 per perch— $428 25. The Committee also ordered 
an oven constructed, which was not specitied in the contract or specifications, 
at a cost of $147 65. The Committee also ordered constructed two cells in 
the basement, one in each wing, at a cost of * 113 67, there being no provision, 
in the contract or specifications for such cells. For extra work for articles 
in kitchen, extra pipe in sewers, $68 06. 

The Committee, by order of the Board, ordered the window frames 
changed from common frames to window frames boxed, with pulleys and 
weights attached, at a cost $816. There being no provision for flooring the 
attic, the Committee ordered them to be floored, at a cost of $360 96, as it 
gave so much good available room in the building. The cost of the stairs 
leading to the attic are included in the above amount. 

Under the urgent solicitation and advice of Dr. Backus and the superin- 
tendent of the poor, George E. McGonegal, the Committee ordered the two 
hospital floors to be deafened, at a cost of $109, being for the carpen- 
ter work. The sum of $37 70, for mason work, is included in the item of 
$68 06 in the account of the mason work above stated. The Committee also 
ordered three doors in the basement to be constructed, also a dumb waiter 
from the kitchen to the dining room in the Warden's department; also, for 
ceiling basement over the stairway; these three items at a cost of $76. The 
original contract with George H. Thompson & Co is fifty-nine thousand six 
hundred dollars ($59,600). 

On the 20th of April, 1872, the Committee entered into a contract with 
Connolly, Hart & Co., for the steam heating of the building; also, steam 
pump for pumping water, for the sum of six thousand two hundred and 
twenty-nine dollars ($6,229). The plumbing not being completed, the Com- 
mittee estimated it not to exceed the sura of two thousand dollars ($2,000). 
The Committee, by the advice of the Superintendent of the Poor, ordered 
speaking tubes to be put in the building, from the Warden's rooms to the 
upper stories, at a cost of twenty-five dollars. The contractors constructed 
under the building three hydraulic pipe sewers (9 inches) and extended the 
same twenty feet east from the building, according to contract. The com- 
mittee extended the three branches east far enough to bring them together at 
one point, so that the same can be run in one drain of laiger dimensions, at 
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a cost of $160 60, There being no provision for locks on the iron doors to 
the corridors, sixteen in number, the Committee ordered locks on the same 
at a cost of sixty dollars.

Mr. Martin, from the select Committee to report upon the pe- 
tition of the Highway Commissioners of the towns of Brighton, 
Henrietta and Chili, in reference to the Ballentine bridge, present- 
ed the following report, which was accepted : 

To the Hon. Board of Supervisors of Monroe County: a 

Gentlemen: — Your Committee appointed by resolution adopted yesterday 
to examine the iron bridge on the Genesee river near Ballentine, and to report 
as to its condition, respectfully submit the following: 

Upon a careful examination we find that the pier in the middle of the river 
does not stand perpendicular, but has a perceptible inclination to the west, 
and tests applied show that the change In its position is not regular,but the low- 
er or north portion of the stone work is the most out of plumb. The main body 
of the abutments on the eest and west banks, have, in our judgment, settled, 
and the top of each has tipped in toward the river; and as this change has been 
gradual the stone work has slipped from under the superstructure, and as a 
consequence the end of the bridge now rests nearly two feet further from the 
inner ed^e of the cap stone than when the bridge was erected. In brief, the 
weight of the iron work has kept the superstructure in its place, although 
the abutmentshave changed from their original perpendicular position. Plates 
of cast-iron shaped to tit the ends of the bridge were placed on the cap stones 
of the abutments and pier, and the arches of the bridge rested on these plates. 
The east and west ends of the iron work have slipped over and out of some of 
these plates, and rests wholly on the stone work, thus leaving the bridge out of 
level and tlie ends of the arches resting uneven and irregular on the pier and 
abutments. How much of this change is due to the expansion of the iron we 
do not know, but as the bridge is composed of short pieces the expansion is 
considerable. 

In our judgment, both spans of the bridge have been carried to the west by 
reason of the change in the pier just as far as the pier is out of plumb. The 
approaches to the bridge on the east bank of the river are in very bad condi- 
tion and should be repaired and filled in at once. The planking also is de- 
fective and needs to be renewed with new plank. The iron part of the 
superstructure is in good repair and condition, and has not been injured as 
far as we can see by the change in position herein before referred to. 

To make thorough and satisfactory work it is evident that the superstruc- 
ture should be taken down and the abutments built new from the foundation, 
care being taken that the piles on which the stone work rests are sufficient in 
size, number and length to support the abutments, pier and superstructure 
without yielding, or change. We suggest that steps should at once be taken 
to level up the bridge and replace in their position the plates under the end 
of the iron frame, so that the weight of the bridge will rest as evenly as pos- 
sible on the stone work. Cobble-stone, in large quantities, should be thrown 
in at the base of the abutments and pier to prevent further washing away of 
the bank. p 

The openings and seams in the abutments and pier, should be thoroughly 
chinked and closed up with water lime. Strong braces of timber should be 
placed at the west end of the bridge to stay it as far as possible and prevent 
any further change in its position. With these repairs it is possible the 
bridge may remain without further change and be safe for the travelling pub- 
lic. These repairs, in our judgment, will not cost to exceed $500. There 
should not be any delay in repairing the approaches to the east end of the 
bridge. % 

We recommend also that wrought iron rods or a substantial railing should 
be placed at the sides in the centre of the bridge between the arcbes to pre- 
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Tent any accident at the large openings which at present exist. As a matter 
of information to the Board we will add that the bridge was completed in- 
1860, and aid. in the construction thereof to the extent oi $5,000 was given bjr 
the County, in accordance to the following resolution, adopted at the De- 
cember session of the Board in 1859. (See proceedings, page 163 of that 
year.)' 
JResolved, That the interest of this county requires the construction of a 

r[)d and substantial bridge across the Genesee River, near the residence of 
K. Ballentine, and that the Board will appropriate and pay the sum of five- 
' thousand dollars ($5,000) to assist the inhabitants in the adjoining towns in 
the construction of such bridge, which bridge shall be built, including piers, 
abutments, and superstructure, as well in all respects as the bridge recently 
built by 8. DeGraff, between the towns of Henrietta and Wheatland; the 
said five thousand dollars (5,000) shall be payable when said bridge shall be 
fully completed and paid for, excepting the five thousand dollars ($5,000) to 
be ]:aised by this resolution." 

In our judgment the bridge is not unsafe for crossing and use by the pub- 
lic; but the rule in regard to fast driving over it should be observed and 
strictly enforced.

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That we have carefully examined the matter referred to us and find that 
section 6, chapter 856, of the laws of 1869, confers upon the Board of Super- 
Tisors alone the power to audit the accounts of the town Boards; that in 
1870 this law was amended, (section 6, chapter 482) the amendment yirtually 
abolished that section of the law relating to the auditing of accounts of town 
Boards. This law was again amended in 1871 (section 6. section 274,) but 
this amendment does not affect the question under consideration, except in 
conferring upon parties aggrieved the power to appeal from the action of the 
town Boards to the Boai:d of Supervisors. We are, therefore, of the opinion 
that the accounts of members of town Boards are to be audited by the town 
Boards respectively, as other accounts are to be audited.

REPOBT OF THE CHAPLAIN OF THE PENITENTIARY. 

To the Honorable the Board of Supermsors of Monroe Coiinty: 

Gentlemen — The Chaplain of the Penitentiary would respectfully report 
that he has conducted regular weekly preaching services in the institution 
during the past year, and has also, as self-constituted librarian, performed 
the arduous but important work of distributing the books of the library each 
week among the prisoners. 

Means and material furnished him by the Superintendent and others have 
enabled him to give the prisoners much good reading matter, also, in the 
form of religious newspapers. 

Securing in this way the confidence and esteem of the inmates of the in- 
stitution, he has found, in his cell to cell visitations, that his words of person- 
al counsel were attentively listened to and kindly received. 
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• 

The mental and moral improvement of the prisoners, resulting from these 
varied labors and influences, has manifested itself in a growing preference 
for the better class of books, and in the formation of many firm purposes, 
freely expressed, of abandoning vicious practices, and entering upon a ca- 
reer of virtuous, upright living. " 

The beneficent act of tempering the justice which has required and cansed 
their incarceration for the protection of the rights of others, with the mercy 
which has devised and instituted efforts for their mental and spiritual wel- 
fare and advancement, has made the prisoners to feel and acknowledge that 
the institution is indeed, what it aims to be, a reformatory, a truth illustrated 
by the otherwise enigmatical remark not unfrequently made to the Chaplain 
by the prisoners, that *' they thank God for their having been imprisoned in 
that place." 

To render the agencies for good now employed more fruitful of desired re- 
■Bults than heretofore, the Chaplain would earnestly recommend a further ap- 
propriation for the purchase of books for the library. The supply of books 
has been from the first an inadequate one. Only $200 having been expended 
in the purchase of the whole library and the deficiency has become still 
greater during the year by the natural waste incident to the frequent read- 
ings, and often severe handling, to which the books have been subjected. 

So short indeed, has been the supply, that the Chaplain has not attempted 
to distribute books among the female inmates of the institution. 

Though statistics kept in the oftice of the Penitentiary show that from 
ninety to ninety-five per cent, of the persons redeived as prisoners are 
marked " intemperate," there are as yet no temperance books in the library. 
For the German readers there are no German books. 

Though the greater part of the prisoners have but little education, there is 
a total lack of elementary works. 

Coarse print Testaments are much needed by many whose eyes cannot 
read the fine type of the Testaments now in the cells. 

Believing that increased interest would be given to the Chapel services by 
having a better miisical instrument in the Chapel, the Chaplain would rec- 
ommend that a good cabinet organ be substituted for the small melodeon now 
in use. 

As ignorance is a prolific source of vice and crime, the fact that many in the 
institution cannot read, calls for the devising, and executing, some plan by 
which such may receive, at least, the rudiments of an education before they 
go out. 

The practice of sending insane, irresponsible men and women to the Peni- 
tentiary, is one against which both justice and humanity cry out, and should 
be stopped. Some of this class of unfortunates are always to be found in the 
institutipn. 

Another practice, scarcely less inhumane, and unjust, requiring as well as 
the other to be checked, is the sending for hail (which, in these cases, 
amounts to many months of weary imprisonment) those who are strangers in 
the place from which they are sent, whose only crime is a single fit of intoxi- 
cation, and whose only friends are so far away as to be unable to eflTect their 
release. Many of the number have families depending upon them for sup- 
port, who suffer greatly during the enforced absence of the head and provi- 
der. The injustice of the sentence neutralizes many of the labors for the 
good of such prisoners. They are disinclined to receive favors from the 
servant of a public that they look upon as having robbed them of their 
rights. 

The remedy is a direct sentence of as many days imprisonment as the of- 
fense merits. « 

To make the Penitentiary a reformatory to the habitually intemperate, who 
are of no service to their families, and who have lost all power of governing 
themselves, the Chaplain would recommend that such be sent for a long 
term of confinement, without the privilege of giving bail. Self-control and 
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the mastery of a fierce appetite, are not to be gained in a day. Where bail 
is allowed, the mist^en kindness of friends presents it, and the drunkard 
goes back to his cups. No good can be done to these victims of drink imiesa 
Siey remain long enough to have their manhood re-assert itself. 

If released sooner upon bail, they are quite certain to be returned to the 
institution in a short time. 

The long imprisonment needed, which may seem at first thought a cruelty, 
is in fact, to such, a kind, beneficent act, and the prisoners themselves, 
when the craving thirst for liquor, felt for a time, is gone, so regard it. 

The chaplain has been told by inmates of the institution, who saw that 
thus alone they could get the mastery over their strong appetite for drink, 
that they had deliberately purposed doing some act, on account of which 
they would be placed where they could not get liquor. 

The Chaplain is pleased to be able to state that the number of female pris- 
oners in the institution at the present time is unusually small; a fact due, in 
part, to the excellent religious instruction those who have gone out received 
while in the penitentiary, in a bible class conducted by the ladies who had 
the care of them; and, in part, to the kind efibrts of these and other ladies in 
finding good homes for those discharged — thus preventing their return to 
their old, evil haunts and practices, ana, as before, to the penitentiary. 

In concluding this part of his report, the Chaplain would remark that he 
believes the Word preached has profited many who have heard it; and that 
some will ever look baek to the past year as that in which, in a prison, they 
began to live for life's great end. 

INSANE ASYLUM. 

The Chaplain of the Insane Asylum, electM by your body one year ago, 
having left the office vacant by his resignation soon after his election, but 
subsequent to the final adjournment of the Board of Supervisors, the Trus- 
tees and Warden of the institution invited the former Chaplain to resume, 
and discharge the duties of the position until the Chaplain could be regularly 
elected. 

The former Chaplain, having accepted the invitation and performed the 
duties of the chaplaincy during the past year, makes the following brief 
report : 

The attendance of the patients upon the chapel services has been large, 
and the attention given to the preachinff of the Gospel good. 

From the interest exhibited in the religious exercises by the inmates, the 
Chaplain cannot but hope that such exercises have been to some extent pro- 
fitable to them. 

While little benefit results from such services to the worst of the insane, 
there are always some who are in a sufficiently convalescent state to be com- 
forted and instructed by the truths of the Gospel. 

The Chaplain regards the eiylargement of the building which is now going 
on, as certain to have a good moral effect upon many of th^ patients in «3low- 
ing the separation of those who are inclined to purity of thought and action^ 
from those whose language is strangely prof ane and obscene, and whose con- 
duct is correspondingly vile. 

He hails this enlargement as an omen for good, also, inasmuch as it will 
allow of the giving or good books to those who are in a state to read them, 
without the danger heretofore existing of having them snatched away and 
torn to pieces by the more violent patients, from whom it was impossible 
formerly to keep them secluded. 

He recommended as conducive to purity of thought, that the female pa- 
tients have the inclosure opposite the female wards, and that the men be trans- 
ferred to the yard now used by the females. 

The utter shamelessness, and frequent indecent exposure of the person, of

the most demented, who are permitted to go into these yards, makes the 
change here recommended highly advisable. 

As all the patients exhibit a fondness for music, the Chaplain would sug- 
gest that more and better music could be made to accompany the chapel ser- 
Tices if some new music books and a good cabinet organ were obtained, and 
be would earnestly recommend the purchase of such. 

In concluding his report upon the two institutions, he would gratefully 
recognize and record the courtesy and co-operation in his work, that he 
has experienced during the whole of the past year from the officers in charge 
of both of the county institutions in which he has acted as Chaplain, and 
would here express his conviction that they worthily fill the position to which 
they have been elected.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INSPECTORS OF THE 
MONROE COUNTS PENITENTIART. 

To the Simorable the Board ofSuperxisors of Monroe County: 

Gentlkmjen:— The undersigned, Inspectors of the Monroe County Peni- 
tentiary respectfully submit their eighteenth annual report, being for the 
year ending September 30, lb72. 

It is gratifying to us to be able to mal«5 a more encouraging statement of 
tke aflfairs and condition of tike Penitentiary than we have donu for several 
preceding years. It will be seen by tlie report of the Superlateodent tliat 
the institution is entirely out of debt and that the accounts outstanding in its 
favor are good beyond a question. The result of the business of (he year 
shows a small gain, and uo appropriation by your Bourd for the coming 
year will be needed. 
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The total income and expenditures are as follows: 

Income. $30,727 86 

Expenditures , 28,238 99 

Leaving a balance or gain of 2,488 81 

Several improvements of great importance have been perfected during the 
year, at a cost of $3,622 72, as follows : 

For the reservoir and numerous articles connected with the 

waterworks $1,18129 

For new boiler and fixtures connected with it 1,641 43 

For repairs on buildino:, such as roof on pail shop, pipes and 
fixtures for distributing water through the building, 
shelves and closets for prisoners* clothing, flooring, 
fences, &c 800 00 

Making a total, as stated $3,622 72 

The stone work outside of the building has all been neatly pointed over by 
the labor of the prisoners. 

These improvements were all much needed and have put the building 
in a better condition than it has ever been in before. The new boiler, 
added the past yerir, secures, almost beyond a contingency, ample power for 
the work-shops and steam for heating all parts of the building, as well as for 
the kitchen, &c. The two boilers arc so connected that one or both may be 
used at the same time. The experience of last winter proved that at certain 
times one would have been insufficient. 

Relying on a single boiler, great loss and inconvenience might have been 
sustained by an accident. 

The water works are completed and in successful operation. Water ia 
now supplied plentifully in all parts of the building where needed*. 

This improvement is conferring great benefits on the institution, both in a 
sanitary and economical point of view. The air of the building is now as pure 
and wholesome as in any private dwelling, and the danger of fire in a gi*eat 
measure removed. The Insane Asylum and the Alms House are both sup- 
plied with water from the same source, and it has been stated by one well 
qualified to judge correctly, that not less than $3,010 has been saved to the 
county the past summer, during the building of the new Alms House, by 
these water works. The total cost of the works is about $6,000, as will be 
seen by the Superintendent's report. The interest on this is less than was 
expended for a totally insufficient supply for the Penitentiary alone. 

Tliere are some r^airs y<Jt to be done which will soon demand attention. 

The tin roof of tire main building has for a long time been defective. The 
work-shops are not sufficiently large for the number of men employed in 
them. The ceilings are low, ventilation bad, and light defective. 
. If the present system, or a similar one, of employing the prisoners, be con- 
tinued, some changes here will be necessary. 

The average number of prisoners during the year past is 239. The whole 
number at the end of the fiscal yeai', Sept. 30, 1872, was 230. Male, 192 j 
femalft, 3a 

Of the men, 148 have been employed by Messrs. Churchill & Co., under a 
contract, in making boots and shoes: twenty-one men have been employed 
in the manufactory of wooden ware, and the remainder in various kinds of 
work around the building and on the grounds. 

Of the women, fifteen have been employed by Messrs. Churchill & Co., 
under a temporary arrangement, making boots and shoes, and the others 
have been engaged in cooking, washing, sewing, &c. 

The contract under which the men are employed, by Messrs. Churchill & 
Co., expires on the 1st of April next, and they have recently declined to em- 
ploy the women. 
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It would be superfluous for us to recite details which will be found in the 
Superintendent's re|>ort. 

The sanitiiry condition of the institution for the year l|M been good. As 
will be seen by tlie Physician's report, there have been only tlie ordinary 
cases of sickness and death. 

Dr. Wliitbeck, the Physician, continues to discharge his duties with the 
same efficiency as heretofore. 

The Chaplain has been zealous and faithful in the discharge of his duties. 

Superintendent McWhorter has devoted himself so faitlifully to his duties, 
and discharged them with such marked ability and success as to merit our 
hearty approval. 

In bur periodical examination of his books, accounts and vouchers, wo 
have always found them orderly and correct. In our visits of inspection we 
have found him devoted to his duties, maintaining good discipline, scrupu- 
lous clejmliness and good order in every department, and everything relating 
to the food, clothing and care of the prisoners in a satisfactory condition. 

We congratulate your Board and the taxpayers of the county in having an 
officer so efficient to superintend this important institution.

Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted a detailed statement of the income 
and the expenditures for the year ending September 3 ). 1872, cash, pro- 
perty, etc., on hand, also the usual statistics in regard to prisoners. 

The profit or gain to the institution, over all expenses, including more 
than $8,600 expended for repairs and building, buying and setting up a 
thirty-five horse-power boiler, making the proper steam connections'to the 
engine and steam pipes for heating the building, and completing the con- 
struction on the grounds in the rear of the Penitentiary l)uilding3 a substau; 
tial reservoir, having a capacity of holding nearly (5,000 barrels, etc., luis 
been $2,488 87. In the statement accompanying this report, under the liead 
of repairs and building, the amount of $1,181 89"is made up of $366 98, which 
was paid for stone and pipe^to convey water from the spring to the pump 
and putting in valve at the reservoir. The balance, $874 45, was paid for 
the hibor of stone masons, for lime and sand, stone and lumber, which were 
used in building the reservoir. 

The amount of $2,441.43, some of it was expended for pipe to convey water 
to the barn, kitchen, halls and shops, and supplyingthedifierent places with 
stop cocks, bib-cocks, valves to furnish water for use; some in putting on a 
new roof on part of the shoe-shop, laying floors, building closets for prisoners* 
clothes, painting and other ordinary repairs. 

The greater portion of the above amount, being nearly $1,650, was expend- 
ed in setting up and paying for a thirty-five horse power boiler, makinij the 
necessary connections with the steam pipes for heating the building and run- 
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ningtlie enpinc in case of any accident that should render the other boiier unfit 
for use. The enjfine and all the machinery can be nm by the steam from 
cither boiler. 

A yearly deduction on machinery in pail and tub factory of $1,060 has been 
made, amounting to the sum of |3,000, reducing tlie cost of machinery, In- 
cluding the engine, fifty horse power boiler, belting, shafting, pulUes, etc., 
in pail and tub factory, a trifle over *8,000. 

The entire cost of supplying water to the Penitentiary, Insane Asylum and 
Alms House, including forcing pump, boiler, setting it, brick Imilding, iron 
pipe, througii w!iich the water is carried from the river to a large re«ervoir, 
all complete, is as follows:

Excepting about #700 paid by the County for the pipe which is laid from the 
reservoir to the old Alms House building. 

No debts were outstanding and unpaid at the end of the present fiscal 
year. 

The sum of the debts due to the institution at the same time were some- 
what in excess of $16,000. 

Ihe session laws of 1861, chapter 306, authorize the County Judge of Mon- 
roe County to send delinquents of the Western House of Refuge for insubor- 
dination to the Penitentiary, but through some oversight faihs to n^akc any 
provision for their support while confined therein. « 

The Penitentiary is justly entitled to receive from the State of New York 
between $400 and $500 for the tiraintenance «ind support of such convicts. 

The Act of 1866, chapter 667, fixes the price to be paid and designates the 
crime as felony, for which i>ay only can l»e received from the State. 

It is simple equity to the County that out representatives at Albany have 
the Act so amended as to include all such cases, and that t^e C<>untv u^ay 
be entitled to receive from the State the same rate of compensation for all who 
may heretofore have been or may hereafter be sentenced by the Judge of this 
County for such offences to the Psnitentiary, as the State allows this institstion 
for the support of other convicts mentioned in this act. 

Tlie Physician, Dr. J. F. Whitbeek, and the Chaplain, Pev. John E. Baker, 
have perfonned their respective duties faithfully and given entire satisfnction. 
Tlie subordinate oflicers generally merit approbation for the difigence and fidel- 
ity witb which they have dischai'ged the duties required of them. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to make my most grateful ackmowl- 
cdgments of the constant benefit which the institution has feived from yoiMr 
liberid support and encouragement in conducting its affairs.

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Geittlemen: — ^Thc foregoing report presents a full statement of the entire 
expense of the County on account of the Poor for the past year, (including 
$1,897.86 paid during the past year. which belongs to the expense of previous 
years as before stated,) as every dollar of indebtedness has been paid up to 
the 1st of October, 1872. 

In doing the same thing last year, it was necessary to draw orders on the 
Treasurer, payable the loth of February following, amounting to over $5,- 
000.00, which amount came out of the sum appropriated for the year just 
past, leaving the funds so much short. In consequence of which it became 
necessary in paying all bills for the past year to draw a like amount of orders 
payable on the 15th of February next. 

This is a great source of annoyance not only to the undersigned, but to all 
persons of whom we make purchases, as it is hard for them, to be obliged to 
wait from six to nine months for the money for articles which they are com- 
pelled to pay cash for, especially as most of the goods purchas^ are of that 
class on which dealers realize but small profits. 

By reference to the Superintendent's reports it will be seen that the average 
expense for support of the Poor of the County for five years, pre- 
vious to the year just past, was about $31,600.00, ana the expeMe of the past 
year does not vary but little from that amount, being about $300.00 less, and 
with a large yearly increase of population, the expense will naturally be more 
likely to increase than to diminish. Therefore it will be seen that it is neces- 
sary to raise a sum which together with the amount received from the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, and the amount assessed on the towns and city, * 
for board of their paupers at the Alms House will amount to $32,000.00. 

The sum to go into the poor fund this year from towns and city is $8,690.- 
84, which together with $2,000.00, which is about the amount usually receiv- 
ed from Commissioners of Emigration, makes in round numbers $10,700.00, 
leaving as the amount necessary to be made up by general appropriation to 
meet the current expenses of the next year, $21,300.00, besides raising a sum 
Bufficient to pay off the present over-drafts on the Treasury. 

I would, therefore, in compliance with the Statute requiring the same, re- 
commend as an estimate for the expenses of the poor, for the ensuing year, 
the sum of $22,000.00, and in addition to that amount I would respectfully 
recommend that the sum of $6,000.00 be raised to pay the present over drafts 
on the Treasury, so as to prevent the recurrence of the same over drafts next 
fall. 

You will perceive that the amount expended for temporary relief and 
medical services during the past year is large for the following reasons: 

First — There was paid, (as before stated in this report), to the city of 
Rochester, ;|^1, 119.63, which neither belongs to the expenses of the last year, 
or the year previous, as when temporary relief to County poor was furnished 
by the City Overseer of the poor, the practice had always been to pay for 
the same quarterly, in January, April, July and October, the bills not being 
made out for the previous quarter, until after the first of each of the above 
months, and as a consequence the amount due the City for relief furnished 
from July 1st to October 1st in each year, was not paid until after the first of 
October, the time when the Superintendent makes his report, and that amount 
went into the expenses of the next year. 

It has made no difference heretofore, as the same thing occurred year after 
year, until this year, by the change in the Superintendent's furnishing ihia 
relief instead of the City, and paying up all expenses of such relief to the first 
of the present month, it brings all the expense of furnishing tempoiary relief 
to County poor in the City for fifteen months into the past year. 

Second — The last winter was a very cold one, and more than the usual 
amount of fuel was required to keep the poor from suffering, and there being 
no snow to give them employment in shoveling from railroads, streets 
and sidewalks, and the ground being frozen so deep that there could be no 
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excayating of any kind done, it was impossible for a great many who were 
willing to work to obtain any kind of employment 

And third — the unusual prevalence of small-pox in the City and some of 
the towns made it necessary, in many cases, to furnish the entire food and 
fuel to whole families who were not allowed'to leave their homes, and who, 
had it not been for the visitation of small-pox, could have earned their own 
living:. 

The amount expended for burial expenses in the City since the 1st of Jan- 
uary last, $444.00, is a sad proof of the prevalence of sickness among the 
poor during the last winter and spring. 

8maIl-pox was especially severe in the City and town of Irpndequoit. In 
Irondequoit there were about ten cases, which were very expensive— one case 
costing about |120 in a single month to procure help to take care of the man, 
and furnish food for his family. We also were obliged to pay physicians an 
extra price to go out there to attend them. 

The Board of Supervisors of last year authorized me to procure an office 
and furnish temporary relief to County poor in the City. In accordance with 
which I rented an oftice at No. 8 Mill bt., and have furnished such relief since 
the first of January last, the result of which, as stated in this report, has been 
that the actual expense of furnishing relief to County poor in the City since 
the Ist of January last, notwithstanding the adverse circumstances mention- 
ed has been $981 15 less than for the same time of the previous year. 

The expense of the Alms-House for the past year has been over $2,00(1.00 
less than the average for the five years previous, while I believe the inmates 
have been well cared for and the mortality among them, considering the 
great number of old and diseased inmates, has been small. And I cheer- 
fully express my great obligations to the Warden, Physician, Chaplain, Ma- 
tron and all employed in the institution, for their economical care and at- 
tention to their several duties }n connection with the same. 

The amount allowed during the past year to this County by the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration as shown in this report, has been very gratifying and . 
largely in excess of the previous year. 

By the wise action of the Board of Supervisors, the long talked of new 
Alms-House has been erected, and great credit is due to them and especially 
to the Committee in charge of its erection, together with the architect and 
builders, for the substantial manner in which it has been built being con- 
venient and well adapted to the comfort of the inmates, and I think very 
economically done. It presents a beautiful appearance and is a credit to the 
great County of Monroe, and will long stand as a monument to the charitable 
spirit of its people. 

The old Aims-House which has done good service for over half a century, 
and which has for a number of years been an eye-sore to thousands of the 
citizens of this County, will soon have fulfilled its mission and be reckoned 
among the things of the past.

Whereas, The 8tate tax to be assisssed on the property of the County of 
Monroe in the rolls of the present year is largely in excess of any previous 
year, and amounts to $189,191.04, more than the State tax of the past year ;

Whereas, Also, the assessment for local purposes the present year is un- 
usually large, and likely to increase the taxes of the County to a higher fig- 
ure than in any former year; and unless some relief be furnished by this 
Board the taxes of the present year will be over three per cent, on the 
equalized y^due of the real and personal estate in the County, thereby making 
it burdensome to the moderate tax-payers, the mechanics and laboring men; 
now, therefore, 

Resolved, That for the purpose of reducing such tax and extending tlie 
payment of some part thereof, the County Treasurer be, and he is hereby 
authorized to issue the bonds of the County to the amount of $160,000 with 
annual interest at the rate of seven per cent, interest, payable on the fifteenth 
dav of February in each year, principal payable on the 15th dav of February, 
ISte, at the Treasurer's office, such bonds to be signed by the Treasurer, and 
countersigned by the Chairman of this Board, and to be negotiated by the 
Treasurer at not less than par value, and that a Committee of three mem- 
bers of the Board, one from each Assembly District, be associated with the 
Treasurer in the issue and sale thereof.

The cost of maintenance is less per week than it was last year, which can 
be accounted for pai-tly by the fact that *' a greater number costs less to the 
individual," but the most important reason is that no bills or accounts have 
been allowed to lay over to be paid from the apportionment of last year, as 
was the case the year before. ^ 

The Trustees would report that the condition and management of this in- 
stitution has for the most part been highly gratifying. 

With the enlarged yards, eflScient fencing, completeness of sewerage and an 
abundant supply of water, the comfort and safety of the patients are secured 
and the labor and anxiety of the attendants to a great extent relieved. 

Owing to the crowded condition of the inmates, it was absolutely neces- 
sary to enlarge the buildings, and in accordance with the conteniplation 
mentioned in our report of last year we did contract with William Wagner 
to build an extension, and by the aid of a donation from the State and the 
generous appropriations of your Board, we are happy to state the work is 
nearly compltted. 

The Trustees, with the Warden, have had the entire management and su- 
perintendence of the erection of the building, and for the purpose of seeing 
that the provisions of the contract were executed, as well as to attend to some 
alterations that were deemed necessary, they have convened oftener than has 
been usual in special meetings, believing it was for the best interests of the 
county. 

During these deliberations they have profitted by such advice and sugges- 
tions as they could obtain from competent authority, with regard to a build- 
ing adapted to the wants, comfort and safety of thia class of unfortunates, 
and now, when completed, the Monroe County Insane Asylum will compare 
favorably in its details and appointments with any similar institution in the 
country. 

While the work on the building was progressing, the order and stillness so 
necessary to the welfare of this class of patients was materially disturbed, but 
amid the greatest conf asion and open rooms, f#r the most part they were 
quiet and submissive, without any becoming very violent or escaping. 

To have controlled so many and so successfully, great praise is due to the 
Warden and his able corps of assistants, as it speaks much for their atten- 
tion, watchfulness and care. 

The religious services have been conducted by the Chaplain, Rev. Dr. J. 
E. Baker. In the performance of his duties he has been regular and 
punctual. 

During the chapel devotions, for the most part, the attendants have been 
orderly, while many are very attentive, showing that impressions can be 
made by and consolation drawn from these exercises by the insane. 

With the competent services of the Warden, Dr. Lord, and the Matron, 
Mrs. Lord, of whom we can truly say, ** Weill done, good and faithful ser- 
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▼ants/' we have been most fortunate in securing faithful and humane at- 
tendants, such as are eminently qualified by their gentleness, patience and 
firmness to manage the insane, a position to which very few are adapted. 

We are not able at this time to give a report upon the additions and altera- 
tions of the building, as the work is not completed and bills cannot be 
obtained or amounts of work fully estimated; but a full statement will be 
presented as soon as practicable in a supplementary report. 

With regard to finance, we find, on examining the report of the Warden, 
that the appropriation of last year has been insufficient to meet the expenses, 
and he has drawn orders upon the County Treasurer, due the 15th of Febru- 
ary next, to the amount of |2,294 44. 

From this statement, to pay deficiences and support the inmates of the 
Asylum the coming year, we are compelled to ask for an appropriation of 
910,000, including the amounts to be assessed against the city and towns.

Of the extension of the Asylum, and the important improvements made 
during the past season, I leave the Trustees of the Asylum— under whose 
sopervision the work has been done — to speak. 

I would say, however, that when the work in progress is completed, I be- 
lieve the appointments and facilities for the proper care and successful treat- 
ment of the insane at our Asylum, will be second to none of its class in the 
cotmtry. 
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There has been bat little sickness daring the year, the most of the deaths 
having occurred from chronic insanity in very old people. 

We have lost no acute cases; such cases having generally been restored, 
or are now favorably progressing toward recovery. 

The Trustees of the Asylum, besides their regular monthly meetings have 
come together in frequent special meetings, and by their labors have proven 
themselves to be practical philanthropists ; and for their aid and counsel the 
County of Monroe as well as mj^self , has reason to be profoundly gratified.

Regular Sabbath Chapel services have been maintained during the year, 
and religious instruction and consolation imparted to all patients by the 
Rev. Dr. Van Ingen, up to January Ist, the time of his resignation ; since 
which time the Rev John E. Baker, has performed such services with studi- 
ous care for the welfare of all. 

The appropriation of $11,973.87 made by the Board of 1871 being insuffi- 
cient for the maintenance of the insane for the present year it has been ne- 
cessary to draw orders on the Monroe Countv Treasurer, payable the 15th day 
of February. 1873, to the amount of $2,294. A

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To the EanoraMe the Board of Supermors : 

GENTiiEMEN : loasmiicli as there has been no provision made as yet for 
fencing the yards, buildings, privies, or completing the sewerage for tlie new 
Alms House, I beg leave to call your attention to the necessity of some action 
being taken as early as possible in regard to the matter, as it will be impossi- 
ble to occupy the building (which will soon be completed) until the work is 
done. It will require a fence of about eight hundred feet in length to en- 
close the necessary yards and divide (hem so as to separate the sexes. I 
think the fence should be built of matched lumber planed on both sides, 
similar to the one enclosing the yards at the Insane Asylum, and from eight 
to ten feet in height. Three priviies will be required, two of which can be 
built under one roof, with a proper partition, all of which should be sub- 
stantially built of brick, standing on stone vaults and so arranged as to be 
easily cleaned. An extension of the sewer is also required from the building 
to a proper distance, and a pit sunk in the ground at the end laid up with 
stone, which can also be cleaned as often as necessary, and the contents, as 
well as that of the privies, used as manure for the farm. These things, 
together with others, which will be needed, will, in my judgment, require an 
appropriation of from $2,000 to $3,500. 

Perhaps it would be proper, in this connection, to call your attention to 
the dilapidated condition of the barns. The floors and timbers underneath 
are so much rotted as to be unsafe and unfit for use. The outside covering 
is also very open and shabby, and I would suggest the propriety of some 
provision being made for the building of a new house, which could be done 
next spring by using the brick from the old Alms House.

Albany, November 14, 1872. f 

Clerk of the Board of Supervisors of the County of Monroe : 

Sir: — Under a law passed at the last session of the Legislature, I incor- 
porated into the State tax for the current year three and a half mills on a 
dollar of the total equalized valuation of the State to meet and cover the ^ 
State debt or deficiency in the Treasury of some six millions of dollars. 

Under the authority contained in the Twelfth Section of the Seventh Arti- 
cle of the Constitution, the same Legislature, by Act Chapter 700, passed on 
the 15th day of May, authorized the question of funding this debt to be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people at the last election. The last clause of that 
section of the Constitution provides that ** no such law shall be submitted to 
be voted on within three months after its passage, or at any general election 
when any other law, or any bill or any amendment to the Constitution, shall 
be submitted to be voted for or against." On the seventeenth day oi May, 
and two days after the passage of the said Act Chapter 700, the Legislature 
passed another act in direct conflict therewith, being Chapter 767, authoriz- 
ing the question of an amendment to the Constitution, providing for the con- 
tinuance of the Commission of Appeals, in accordance with the concurrent 
resolutions passed by two preceding Legislatures, to be submitted to a vote of 
the people of said election. 

The last named Act having been passed at a subsequent day, superseded, 
took the precedence of, and virtually repealed the Act authorizing the vote 
on funding the debt to be submitted to a vote of the people at said election. 

1 understand that votes have been cast at the recent election for and 
against this Funding Act, and it is possible Jihfere may be a majority vote in 
favor of it. If such is the case, it is,' in the opinion of the undersigned, 
clearly unconstitutional and void. The tax must therefore be levied and 
collected in pursuance of the circular heretofore issued from this department. 
This circular is issued that there may be no misunderstanding or misappre- 
hension as to the necessity of levying, collecting and paying the tax into the 
Treasury whatever may have been the vote on the question. 

In view of the importance of this question to the credit of the State, and 
the healthy condition of its finances, in case any portion of the State should 
omit or refuse to pay this tax, 1 have informally submitted the question to 
the Court of Appeals, all the Judges being present, and I have their author- 
ity to state that they unanimously concur in the views expressed in this cir- 
cular. Will you please submit this communication to the Board of Super- 
visors of your County.

Your 'Committee submit the following in regard to the accounts of Coro- 
ners: 

The statute provides for the services of a Coroner only in cases where a 
person dies suddenly, or has been killed, wounded or found dead under cir- 
cumstances that excite suspicion of wrong or criminal negligence, and re- 
quire an investigation to sustain the facts. From the large number of in- 
quests held in the County the past year as reported by the Coroners, namely, 
252, in all of which physicians were called, your Committee are of the 
opinion that many inquests are held which are wholly unnecessary, and not 
warranted by the statute, thereby creating a large and unnecessary expense to 
the Counter. Especially is this so in cases of still-born children, of which 
one physician alone has bills for attending the inquests of fifteen. It is not 
the intention of the law that Coroners should summon a physician, swear 
witnesses, and hold an inquest, and chai'ge the County- with the expense, 
simply to funish the friends of the deceased with a certificate of burial and 
save them the expense of calling a physician. Your Committee, in audy tin? 
the foregoing accounts, have been governed by the schedule of prices adopted 
by the last Board of Supervisors as far as they apply to services rendered 
where there are no legal rates fixed by statute, as found on page 152 of the 
proceedings of 1871.

To ths Ebnarable the Board of Supervisors : 

Gentlemen : Tour Committee appointed to examine and report in the 
matter pertaining to the temporary relief furnished by the Superintendent of 
the Poor of Monroe county, beg leave respectfuUv to report that we have 
examined in detail the Superintendent's l>ooks and vouchers regarding this 
relief, and report the following facts*: 

On the i6th dajr of December, 1871, the Board of Supervisors passed a 
resolution authorising and requesting the Superintendent of the Poor to fur- 
nish this relief instead of the City Overseer, as had been the practice, and 
on the Urst day of January last the Superintendent rented a store. No. 8 MUl 
street, purchased supplies necessaxy, and commenced carrying out the spirit 
of the resolution; 

The books at the office show that he has conducted this relief by many 
hundred dollars cheaper to the county than by the old system. 

The temporary relief of the county poor in the city from January Ist, 1871. 
to October 1st, i871, deducting the amount furnished emigrants by order oi 
Dr. C. C. H. Miller, is $4,880 15. The temporary relief furnished by the 
Superintendent, under the new system, from January 1st, 1872, to October 
1st, 1872, deducting the amount furnished emigrants, is $3,849, saving to the 
county in nine months the sum of $981 15, which, at the saihe rate for one 
year, would amount to $1,308 20. The above figures include store rent, 
clerk hire and all expenses connected with the temporary relief. 

We find by referring to the bills of the Overseer of the Poor of the city, on 
the old system of conveying paupers to the Alms House and Hospital, thai 
he has two dollars per head, and would average about $200 a year. 

Under the present system, the paupers are taken by the Superintendent or 
Warden in their own conveyances free of expense, except as to those whose 
condition renders it necessary to be taken in carriage. The whole expense 
for nine months since establishing the relief is only $43. 
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It will readily be £eeB that the county is saving a large amount of money 
in this respect. One item in the saving of this expense in this relief is that 
Ihe goods are all purchased by the Superintendent at wholesale prices, 
and by rendering this relief all persons who are a county chaige and those 
applying for relief have to come under the Superintendent's notice, and by 
this means it gives him a better opportunity to ascertain who are worthy and 
who are not. Your Commillee are aware of ttie fact as stated in his report, 
that last winter was a long and severe one for the poor, and that small-pox 
prevailed to a great extent, and many families who could maintain them- 
selves without any help had to have everything furnished them, as no one 
could employ those whose families were thus afflicted; and had it not been 
for this mistortune to them, the large amount of saving already stated would 
have been materially increased. And further, we tind, on examining the 
books at the Superintendent's office, that the county has paid the City Ti-eas- 
urer of the Poor six hundred dollars a year for administering this relief. 

The resolution referred to imposes on the County Superintendent a large 
amount of additional labor not anticipated or provided for when his salary 
was Hxed, and in our judgment a reasonable allowance should be made there- 
for. Heretofore the county has paid |C00 per year to the City Overseer for 
similar services, and as under the present system a large saving is made, we 
respectluUy offer the following resolution : 

Besolvedy That the Superintendent be and he is hereby authorised to draw 
from the Poor Fund |600 a year from the 1st day of January last, the amount 
which had been paid annually to the City Overseer of the Poor for the work 
which he is now performing in affording temporary relief to the poor who 
are a county chaige.

Afternoon Session. 

Mr. Ma<^ presented the following petition which was received : 
To the Honorable the Bomrd of Sapemiaon of the Oounty of Monroe: 

The undersigned citizens of the County of Monroe beg leave to represent 
to your Honorable Body that it has long been conceded that the compensa- 
tion of the Clerk of the County and the County Treasurer is largely in ex- 
cess of the value of the services rendered. It is believed that the fees of the 
Clerk will pay him more than $10,000 a year, and that the pay of the County 
Treasurer will largely exceed that amount The people had reason to ex- 
pect when the prices of everything declined and their ability to pay taxes 
lessened, that salaries and the public burdens, which had been largely in- 
creased to meet the increased expenses caused by the rebellion, would be pro- 
portionately reduced. Instead of which, not only salaries are increased, but 
every branch of public expenditure is increasing to an alarming extent, mak 
ing It necessary tor the people not only to remonstrate against this tendency 
to increasing taxes before they become unbearable, but entirely proper for 
them to claim that all unreasonable imposition shall be removed. Before 
the fees of the Clerk amounted to near as much as they do now, a reduction 
of them was demanded, and the Board of Supervisors caused a bill to be drawn 
some years since authorizing them to regulate and reduce the fees of the 
Clerk, and sent a Committee to Albany to procure* its passage. It passed 
the Senate but failed in the House for want of time, since which the matter 
has been sufi'ered to sleep. The reasons that were then strong for this re- 
form are doubly strong now. And thd undersigned beg leave to represent 
that any reform in local matters that will reduce taxes should be sought for 
by the Board of Supervisors, and that it is their peculiar and bounden duty 
to do so; they therefore ask that you cause a bill to be drawn reducing the 
fees of the Clerk to at least one-haif , or that it be left to the Board of Super- 
visors to reduce the fees or make it a salaried office; and that the bill contain 
a provision giving control of the funds of the County to the Board, whose 
duty it shall be to direct in what banks or banking houses they sliall be d^ 
posited, and require a bond for the safe keeping of them; and that any inter- 
est allowed shall be paid to the County. And any other provision, if any la 
necessary, to enable the Board to reduce the fees for collecting taxes and ^ 
to hx the pay of the Treasurer, and that measures be taken to secure the pas- 
sage ot the bill to take effect upon the election of the next Treasurer and 
ClerlL. This will relieve the Treasurer from giving heavy bonds, for which 
extraordinary pay ivis been claimed, and place the office on the same ground 
as that of the City Treasury, making it no more burdensome than that offioe 
is. It is clidmed that the pay of those officers should be large, that they may 
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be taxed largely for election expenses. If righl^and {Hooper that this ^ould 
be done, it is imposing a great wrong upon the people to tax them $5,000 for 
-every |5(:0 paid back by me candidates for paorty purposes. Reduce the pay 
of these officers one-half, and if thought best, require of them a pledge to pay 
to their party $1,0<)0 a year, (more than Uiat is now paid), and the best men 
in the County will rejoice to obtain the places upon those terms. 

Those offices should no longer be permitted to induce candidates to make 
lavish expenditures to obtain them in demoralizing the voters. The reform 
may disappoint many ; for singular as it may seem, there are one or more in 
nearly every town and ward who are looking to those offices to secure for- 
tunes. Many of them hope to secure the prize at the very next election. How 
absurd the expectation, if the offices were given consecutively to the Wards 
and towns — Iheir lurn would come only once in three or four generations. 
However great the disappointment to the few, the reform is so manifestly 
just and due to the many that none but the expectant and interested parties 
will object. No one has any just claim that should impose a tax upon the 
people of the County and their equally meritorious neighbors (who with un- 
tiring industry are not able to realize one-tenth of the amount) an amount 
that would make them nabobs for three or four years* service, and «nable 
them to retire on a fortune greater than is acquired in a lifetime by a majori- 
ty of the most fortunate.

The Trustees of the Monroe County Insane Asylum would respectfully re- 
port that in pursuance of the law appropriating $20,000 for the benefit of 
our Insane Asylum, and also resolutions of appropriations of your Board for 
the same purpose, we have received from the State and your County Treas- 
urer the sum of $26,000, of which

The expenditures, so far as bills have been procured and settlements made» 
have absorbed the whole amount of the appropriation, and yet the com- 
pleteness and comfort of the building required an extension of the steam 
pipes, anew boiler for heating, also plumbing and some additional pndnting to 
roof, &c.-, and knowing the absolute necessity of it, we have caused it to be 
commenced, and now we have partial bills and estimates of the work to be 
completed; and that, with new radiators, extra painting and bill of A. J. 

Warner, Architect, amounts to $3,583 58 

Adding, over expenditures so far * 120 16 

Amounting to $3 703 74 

w&ich sum will necessarily have to be appropriated for a full completion of 
the building. 

Your Trustees, while desirous of limiting their expenditures strictly with- 
in the amount heretofore appropriated, have been obliged to make sundry 
repairs on the old part of the building, and charge them in these bills, as 
there were no other funds available for that pui-pose. 
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Among these repairs was the roof hlown off, the chimneys tumhied over, 
besides several alterations and improvements which could not be well fore- 
Been or provided for in a contract. Some of this amount might properly be 
charged to famishing, as the range, sinks, and a new boiler for heating, all of 
which are necessary, and could be put in much cheaper and better when 
building than at any other time, but have not been estimated aside from the 
other work. 

Your Trustees believe the work has been done well, also economically, no 
greater amount having been ordered, than was absolutely necessary to bring 
the institution into good practical use for the purpose it was designed. There 
has been no extra work or money expended for mere ornamentation or display, 
and yet the rooms are found to be well lighted, airy and pleasant, well adapt- 
ed for the comfort and safety of this class of the community, who so much 
deserve our attention and sympathy. It has been found that further repairs 
was needed in the old part of the Asylum; the floors are badly worn, and the 
main hall should be extended through the whole length of the building, 
without intervention of the brick wall, being now a harrier to letting in 
light and air, which would ad^ very much cheerfulness to that part of the 
institution as well as comfort to the inmates. 

To perfect theso Improvements would not cost over $800. 

We have not made any estimate of what may be needed in furnishing the 
additional rooms, but leave that to the Committee of your Board to do as they 
Uiink best. 

Your Trustees cannot forbear to congratulate your Board, with the people 
of Monroe, that with this institution put in full repair as is now begun, they 
will have an Asylum for the Insane that will compare favorably with any of 
its size in the oouatry, and while it is an improvement that has been much 
needed, from the appropriation so generously given us by the State, it has 
not been greatly to the expense of the tax-payers of the County.

In concluding tbls report, your committee would express their approval 
of the management in and about the asylum, and their belief that the officer^ 
of the institution are entitled to much credit for the faithful and efficient man- 
ner in which they have performed their respective duties. ' Wc cannot speak 
in too high praise of the faithful discharge of the duties devolving upon thei 
Warden, Dr. Lord. W^ helieve him to be untirine in his zeal for the wel- 
fare of those placed under his care, and earnest in his endeavors to so con- 
dnct the general management of the institution for the best interests of the 
county. 

Mrs. Lord we believe to be one of the best helpmeets in conducting an 
institution for the insane that the county could possibly secure. The duties 
she lakes upon herself are very laborious, in seeing, not only to the general 
management and work of the kitchen, but talking charire of the clothing of 
the inmates and superintending its manufacture, together with many other 
essential details that contribute to their comfort. 

We also express our entire satisfaction with the recent improvements made 
in the asylum. The new extension, containing 41 rooms (exclusive of the 
Hansard story), while providing ample and commodious room for all the 
insane of the county, reflects the highest credit upon the Board of Trustees, 
QDder whose immediate supervision the work has l>een done, and glvci^ evi- 
dance of close and untiring attention to all the details necessary to the per- 
fect working and management of an institution of its character; in every 
improvement showing deep interest felt for this unfortunate class of hu- . 
manity. 

William Wagner, the builder, is entitled to notice for the complete and 
workmanlike manner in which the details have been carried out 

Upon the suggestion of the Trustees your Committee would call your atten- 
tion to additional improvements needed in the old department of tlie asylum, 
which are really necessary to make the building complete in every particular. 

To wit : The extention of the two halls running east and west to the east 
outer wall, thereby giving eight additional rooms, instead of the three dor- 
matories and wash-room that they now have; and whioh, in the opinion of 
the Warden and Trustees as well as your Committee, are illy calculated for 
the comfcA't apd convenif^nce of the inmates. The floors in the halls are in a 
ted condition, being nearly wprn out, the knots projecting so asc tpiaake 
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them very rough. Also, many of the boards are loose and 'v^orn almost 
through by tlie constant walking to and fro for years by the inmates. The 
entire expenditure of the above-named improvement will not exceed $800. 

After consultation with the* Trustees and Warden, they conclude they cai^ 
meet tlie requirements of .the institution for the coming year, by an assess- 
ment of the amount hereinbefore stated as chargeable to the city and towns-^ 
with the amount to be assessed on the county as hereinafter provided. We 
offer the following resolutions :

The accounts thus allowed do not represent all the bills presented to the 
Board at this session, and which were incurred during the past hscai year. 

Claims for printing to the amount of ^3,208 42 have been referred by your 
Honorable Body to the Committee on Sheriffs and Clerk^s Accounts, and 
have been allowed by that Committee. 

The bills thus allowed, added to the amount of bills recommended to be 
paid in this report, show an increase of claims of this kind over the amount 
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of bills for printing claimed and allowed last year of oter $4,000. This in- 
crease arises from an increased amount of printing and publication of no- 
tices, ordered by County officers, whicii in many cases is entirely unnecessa- 
ry, without justification, and should be discontinued. 

We are informed that the resolution adopted by the Board in 1871, (see 
printed proceedings Board of Supervisors, 1871, pages 145 and 173,) was not 
regarded to any extent by certain officers of the County, and practically, 
«was a dead letter. In our judgment a similar resolution should be adopted 
by the Board, and strictly enforced and observed in auditing accounts for 
printing presented next year. A resolution of that character would not, of 
course, apply to printing or any publication authorized by law to be made, 
and determining the number of papers in which the same shall be published. 

The interests of the tax-payers of this County in that respect, should cer- 
tainly be protected to some extent by the action of this Board, and the rigid 
enforcement of such rules and regulations as are from time to time adopted 
to accomplish this object. 

The deductions on some of the claims as shown in the above report are 
attributed to the fact that those claims include items properly chargeable to 
the towns or County officers.

Qektlembn : The undersigned, a select committee, to whom was referred 
the tax levied and assessed by the city of Rochester on the Jail piX)perty for 
the cost of the iron bridge over the raceway that crosses Court street in said 
city, respectfully report : 

The ordinance directing the construction of the bridge referred to, was 
adopted January 9th, 187Ji, (see page Ji?5 proceedings of Common Council 
of 187;i), and the cost was limited to i|4»0<K). ihe portion of said city deemed 
to be benehted by said bridge and to be assessed for the same are uescribed 
as follows : 

*' Beginning at the southeast corner of West Main street and Exchange 
street, running thence southerly along the east line of Exchange street to tiie 
south line of tne Genesee Valley Kailroad depot grounds to tue west bank of 
tne Uenesee Kiver; tnence northerly along the west bank ot" the Genesee 
Uiver, to the south line of West Main street; thence westerly along the 
south line of Main street to the place of beginning. Also, one tier of lots 
. on each side of Court street from the west bank of the Genesee Kiver to 
bouth Clinton street.*' It was further ordained that the assessment could be 
paid in three equal payments as follows : One-third within three months 
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after the confirmation of the assessment roll; one-third of the amount within 
one year; one-third within two years after confirmation. The roll was con- 
firmed February 13, 1872. The Jail premises are described as follows : 

Lot bounded north by HoUister land, east by river, west and south by 
raceway. Properly valued at $5,000, and the tax thereon is |1,000. It vml 
be seen that the Jail property pays one-fourth of the entire tax, on a valua- 
tion, of $5,000, while the city, on an assessed valuation of $10,000 is assessed 
only $24.00, and the lumber-yard property in front of the Jail is assessed at 
$0,000, and the tax is $164, and the tax on the Hollister property is only 
$104. 

We are informed that the race was constructed before Court street was 
laid out or used, and it is therefore evident that owners of water rights iiL 
said race should not be liable for cost of said bridge in excess of any other 
property benefited, and the Jail property should not certainly pay any larger 
assessment than any property benefited of equal value. Without the biidge 
over the raceway Court street bridge would not be of any avail to the city of 
Kochester; but the lumber yard and the Jail can get along by the aid of 
^ Court street bridge. It is therefore absurd to say that an improvement 
necessary to make Court street bridge of practical use to the city, the Jail, 
which can get along without the use of the race bridge, should pay one-fourth 
of the whole tax. 

We are of opinion that when the palpable injustice of this assessment is 
brought to the notice of the Common Council, they will remedy the wrong. 

One third of the tax — $333.34— is due, and we suggest that t^e couilty do 
not pay the tax until compelled to do so by a levy, and that the Cl^rk of this 
Board fm*nish the President of the Common Council a copy of the report 
and request action^ thereon.

OPINION OF HON. A. OARDINBR. 

Supreme Court— Webster ag't Supervisors of lyionroe County— Mr. Sheridan 
and Mr. Montgomery. 

I shall assume for the purposes of this suit that the defendants had 
authority to borrow the money and issue the bonds specified in their resolu- 
tion of the 5th of February, 1855, and that this action ftiay be sustained in 
this form, if the defendants are under anjr legal or equitable obligation to 
pay the bond mentioned in the complaint. It appears from the uncontra- 
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dieted evidence in the case, that the $88,000 authorized by the resolution of 
February was borrowed by the then County Treasurer, Selye, and bonds for 
that amount issued to the lendefs, thirty-seven of which were for $1000 each, 
numbered consecutively from one to thirty-seven, and two of the $500 num- 
bered thirty-eight and thirty-nine. That the bonds were duly registered in a 
book kept for that purpose in the office of the Treasurer; and the moneys 
thus realized was paid into the treasury and duly accounted for by the 
Treasurer in his report to the defendants in 1855. The term of Selye as 
Treasurer expired on the 1st of January, 1858; and subsequently and before 
the month of July the bond in suit is found in the hands of Thomas Oilman, 
claiming to be owner, by virtue of a title derived from Selye. The validity 
of his claim to this instrument, as an operative obligation of the defendants, 
is the first subject of inquiry. The plaintiff has cidled two witnesses, Bel^e 
and Oilman, and although their several versions of the facts relating to this 
instrument are in some respects irreconcilable with each other, there are 
others in which, if they do not agree, the contradiction is not so palpable. 

Selye says, that bonds to the amount of $38,000 were issued in pursuance 
of the resolution of February, 1865, in the month of March following, for 
the sums, and bearing the numbers above mentioned, to the persons from 
whom the money was obtained as their evidence of, and security for the 
loans made by them respectively. That the instrument in question was, to- ^ 
gether with the coupons attached signed by him, and the seal affixed ; but 
that it was laid aside as imperfect, and placed at the bottom of an iron safe 
In the Treasurer's office with some other papers, where it remained until 
January, 1858, when his term expired, and then went with the safe as he 
supposes into the custody of Baker, his successor in office — that the bond 
was not issued by him or delivered to any person, nor was any money ever 
received or borrowed for the defendants on it as a security. That neither 
the bond or the coupons upon it, or any of them were presented, or any pay- 
ment made or claimed while he was in office. So far this witness assumes to 
testify to facts within his own knowledge and is uncontradicted. But he 
adds that he never heard of the existence of this bond in the bands of any 

Eerson until the year 1861, when a rumor was abroad that Oilman claimed to 
e the owner of one of that description. Oiltnan on the other hand, swears, 
that after Selye ceased to be Treasurer, and before the month of July, 1858, 
the latter, in the private office of the Treasurer, delivered to him the bond in 
suit to apply upon a debt of some $7,000 then owing by Selye to the witness; 
that at that time all the coupons were attached to the bona, but before the 
delivery of the same, Selye removed or cut off all the coupons for interest 
that would mature and become payable in five years from the first of March, 
1855. the date of the bond. That as one of the Committee on Treasurer's 
Accounts he ascertained that this bond was a duplicate, and brought the 
matter before the Supervisors in 1861. That a Committee of investigation 
was appointed before whom he appeared and produced the bond; that testi- 
mony was taken and on the adjourned day to which the matter was post- 
poned he appeared, and informed the Committee that by advise of counsel he 
had sold the bond to avoid an injunction. The learned counsel for the plain- 
tiff, who in his elaborate argument has omitted nothing that would make for 
the advantage of his client, insists that where the testimony of Oilman con- 
flicts with that of Selye, the statement of the former should be adopted, he 
having less interest in the result of the suit than the former Treasurer. 
Should all this be conceded it would not aid the plaintiff. Oilman knew that 
Belye was but a special agent of the defendants to borrow money, and that 
his authority was ended when its purpose was accomplished ; he knew that 
his official relation had ceased with his term of office; he knew that he had 
no power to sell or barter securities, tot the resolution under which he acted 
was written in the bond; he knew that the County had no interest in the pay* 
ment of Selye's debt to him; he knew if Selye was the owner of the bond he 
must have borrowed money from himself in violation of the trust reposed in 
him; or if he had obtained it from another, the name of the person who ad- 
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yaitced the money and whose debt was acknowledged by the instrument, 
would, in the usual course of business appear in the bond and the blank as- 
signment on the back of the writing would have been filled with the name of 
Belye as assignee — and in either case, unless he was restrained by a delicacy 
of feeli&g difficult to be eistimated, he would inquire how it should happen, 
that Selye as the original proprietor, or his vendor if he had purchased the 
bond should both persistently abstain for three years from collecting the in- 
terest coupons which would have been paid on presentment if the instru- 
ment had been genuine. Nor i^ this all; Gilman, according to his statement, 
manifested a kindred liberality, for although the principal of the bond was 
to be then applied upon his debt, he suffers Selye, without objection to cut 
off ten coupons, thus depriving his creditors of two years interest to which he 
was entitled, without any advantage to himself, as the missing coupons have 
never been presented for payment. Throughout this interview there is noth- 
ing more remarkable than what was left unsaid. Selye made no representa- 
tions about the bond, and Gilmin asked no questions. Gilman proffered no 
receipt or acknowledgment of the $1,000 received in private, nor did Selye 
require it. 

Upon this state of facts, as we have them from Gilman, he is at a great re- 
move from the position of a bouH fide purchaser without notice and for value 
paid. The evidence tends rather to prove as he gives it that he was a party to 
a conspiracy to defraud the County by means of a security, which Selye swears 
and he was bound to know was spurious. 

The second question is, did the plaintiff succeed to the rights of Gilman, of 
whom he purchased this bond, merely, or to the higher right conferred by law 
upon the holders of a negotiable security taken in good faith for value and 
without notice. This instrument is under seal, and taken in connection with 
the resolution which forms a part of it, is in effect as follows : The County of 
Monroe acknowledges itself indebted for money borrowed to blank, in the 
sum of $1,000, which is to be paid to the said blank, his executors, administra- 
tors or assigns, at the American Exchange bank, &c. It is said that a note paya- 
ble in blank may be declajed upon as payable to bearer. But in this and other 
cases of like kind, the principle which underlies them all is the presumption 
that the party to a negotiable instrument intended that it should be used in 
conformity with commercial usage; a presumption, howe^r false in fact, the 
law, upon grounds of public policy, will not suffer to be disproved to the 
prejudce of a bona fide holder for value. 

So in case of Railroad and State Bonds, where thjB intention of the obligors 
is manifest that they should be negotiable, the courts have given effect to 
that intention, and extended to holders in good faith the same immunities 
that attach to bills of exchange; 8 page, 527, 19 N. Y. R. 24. But in this 
case there is no such intention declared, but the whole frame of the instru- 
ment indicates the reverse. There are not only no words of negotiability in 
the body of the instrument, but printed assignments are found upon the back 
of the bond designed to facilitate its transfer as non-negotiable. It is true, 
that if this bond was not defective it would pass by delivery; and so would 
the bond and mortgage in Ingraham, Disborough 47, N. Y. R. 421. The 
difficulty in that case could have been avoided by inserting in the bond the 
word bearer; if the doctrine contended for here is sound; but the court 
thought that there was as yet a distinction between a bond and .nortgage and 
a promissory note, and the principle adjudicated applies here. My opinion 
is that this so-called bond is not a perfected instrument binding the obligors; 
that the special agent of the defendants was not authorised to acknowledge 
in behalf of the county an indebtedness^to no body, to be paid to the same 
nonentity, his executors and assgns. 

But if wrong in this, was the plaintiff a bona fide holder without notice 
within the rule suggested ? I have remarked upon the appeariince of this 
bond, which was at least peculiar, the fact that the coupons were payable to 
bearer to avoid the necessity of a special authority for the collection of in- 
terest, while similar words were omitted in the body of the instrument, 
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•howed that the disthicticm was understood and intentional. The diflferent 
numbers upon the face and back of the bond was calculated to incite inquiry 
if not suspicion. Numbers may be no part of the bond, but they are an im- 
portant safeguard against over or duplicate issues. The instrument he was 
about to purchase could not be number one and ten both ; and which of the 
two, if either, was correct, he could ascertain at the Bank where the Coupons 
were payable. His inquiry in Wall street related to the value of the Bonds in 
market, and not to their validity. The Plaintiff had loaned Oilman $600 on this 
Bond and |100 upon the pledge of his watch, and in March, 1864, he presented 
a Coupon at the Bank which was paid bv the Clerk ; and satisfied by this that 
the Bond was good, be purchased the Bond and paid Gilman $700 and some 
interest, by a discharge of his indebtedness to that amount, and surrendering 
the watch pledged as above mentioned. The Plaintiflf probably did not place 
ereat reliance upon the assurance of Oilman that the bond was good, as be 
knew him to be a gambler and in want of money ; but Oilman swears 
that while he told him the Bond was good he also informed him that 
it could not be collected without suit as a reason why he submitted 
to so large a discount. As his evidence in this respect is uncontradicted and 
as some excuse for the sale upon the terms proposed would be natural to a 
man in his circumstances, and as he is the Plaintiff's witness, I must assume 
as a fact established that he did make to the Plaintiff the communication to 
which he testifies. This alone and certainly in connection with the otker 
circumstances alluded to was notice to put the Plaintiff on inquiry and to de- 
prive him of the protection due to tkbona fide holder of a security without notice. 
My opinion is that the complaint should be dismissed.

Obntlemen: The undersigned, who was authorized under the resolution 
of Supervisor McNaughton, to act as the Attorney for the County on the suit 
commenced by Charles J. Powers against the Board of Supervisors of this 
County on the claim assigned to him by H. Jacobs of the City of New York, 
would report as follows: 

On the return of the summons before H. N. Allen, Esq., of this city, issue 
was joined, and the suit was adjourned by consent of counsel until the 13th 
inst. at 10 A. M. At the second appearance before the Court the plaintiff 
withdrew his cause of action, and the Justice rendered a judgment m favor 
of the County for costs. 

In this connection; permit me to state that the law does not authorize any 
County officer to run the County in debt for stationery few the Courts. When 
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the Courts make an ofrder for ststionory it should be paid lor \j tlie offleer 
famishing the same, and be presented to the Board for their audit as dis- 
bursements. They hav^ no acrthofity to bind the County for any debt in- 
curred, unless authorized by a resolution of the Board; 9M in that case the 
Board cannot be sued in an action at law, but would be compelled by manda- 
mus to audit the clahn in case the same was properly verified, at required 
by law.

Mr. McNaughton, from the Committee on Penitentiary, pre- 
sented the following report, which was accepted. 
To the Honorable the Board of Bu^pervieors of Mowroe OownJby : 

Gentlmsn*.^ — The undersigned, your committee on the Monroe Coimly 
Penitentiary, respectfnlly submit the following: 

We have carefully examined the report of the Superintendent referred to 
us, in connection wi(|i the books of account kept by him, and find that the 
statement in his report of the receipts and expenditures on account of that 
institution from September 80, 1871, to October 1, 1872, agree with the entries 
in his books of account. The books and vouchers of the institution are ex- 
amined quarterly by the inspectors, fmd the business-like way in w^ich the 
vouchers are arranged, and the^ books kept by the bookkeeper, Irving Ho- 
Whorter, are highly creditable to him, and greatly facilitate the labors of a 
committee. 

The report <A the superintendent shows a gain to the institution for the 
year endmg September 30, 1872, of $2,488.87. The expenditures do not in- 
clude the salary of the Superintendent of $1,700, paid by the county treasur- 
er, and which is properly chargeable as one of the items of expense. This 
sum, deducted, leaves a gain to the institution of $788.87. The statement of 
property on hand October Ist, 1872, as compared with the statement of prop- 
erty on hand October Ist, 1871, shows a decrease of $652.88, as will be seen 
by the following:

We cheerfully indorse the statements in the report of the Inspectors com- 
mendatory of the Superintendent, Mr. McWhorter, and believe he is justly 
entitled to great credit for his efficient and judicious management of the ^in- 
stitution. The discipline is excellent, the supplies are purchased with pru- 
dence and due regard to economy and all the expenditures seem to be Judi- 
ciously made. Your Committee have nothing to suggest in reference to any 
matters connected with the details or general management, and believe all 
such matters are safe in the hands of the Inspectors and the Superintendent 
They are familiar with the true wants of the penitentiary, and omit nothing 
which is necessary to be done from time to time. 

We learn from the Superintendent that the sanitary condition of the pris- 
oners is excellent. During the past year there has not been any contagion^ 
disease or epidemic at the penitentiary. Dr. Whitbeck has faithfully attend- 
ed to his duties as physician, and to nis skill and experience the exemption 
of the convicts from diseases which have prevailed in other similar institu- 
tions the past year is in a great measure due. 

The chaplain has been zealous in the discharge of his duties, and omitted 
nothing which in his judgment would conduce to the temporal and spiritual 
welfare of the convicts. We commend his report to the particular attention 
of the members of this Board as containing many valuable suggestions and 
showing the ('haplain to have gfven the subject of prison discipline and re- 
form thorough and intelligent attention. 

So far as our observation extended, we believe all the officers and assist- 
ants of the institution perform their duties intelligently, humanely and f sdUi- 
fully. 

In this connection it is proper for your Committee to state that the prac- 
tice of some of our courts in sending vagrants to the Penitentiary should be 
discontinued. The County House is the proper receptacle of that class. 

The statistics in the report of the Superintendent show that of the 1,002 
prisoners received during the period embraced in his report, 944 atmitted 
themselves to be intemperate, leaving only fifty-eight recorded as temperate. 
In this simple statement there is a subject for reflection for the philanthropic 
and those who desire to decrease crime and expense, and increase morality 
and good order in society. We have compared the inventory of property at 
the Penitentiary for 1872, with the inventory for the previous year, and be- 
lieve it to be fair and just. A deduction of $1,000 is made on the valuation 
<rf the old boiler. 

The attention of the Board of Supervisors and the Courts has heretofore 
been called to the importance of a sound discretion in the lens; th of sentences 
and amount of fines imposed, looking only to the benefit of the prisoner. 

The Penitentiary, financially, is not benefitted, but is the loser from pri- 
soners confined on short sentences, and there is not any doubt in the minds 
of those who have ^iven the subject attention and examined thl^ statistics 
bearing on the question^ that such a course increases rather than represses 
crime. The records of the Penitentiary show that the same persons are re- 
committed many times during the same year. 

On this subject we cannot do better than quote from the last report of the 
Albany County Penitentiary to the Mayor ana Recorder of the City of Albany 
and the Board of Supervisors, which we commend to the careful considera- 
Uon of this Board: , 

14 
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**For the large class of convicts having sixty days or less to serve, the su- 

Eerintendent can obtain little or no remunerative employment, so much time 
eing required in these cases for the necessary instruction as to leave an em- 
plover small prospect of a compensating gain. It follows, as your honorable 
body will readily perceive, that convicts of this class not only fail to idem- 
nify the penitentiary against the cost of their own support, but become, for 
the most part, a constant drain upon its productive labor. But it must be 
remembered, moreover, that many of these short-time men are committed to 
the penitentiary during the year over and over again, deriving themselves 
nothing whatever in the way of improvement for the transient suspensions 
of their liberty, while inflicting upon the resources of the institution a 
steady growing pecuniary loss. Besides, this class of subjects make heavy 
demands on the time and attention of our physicians, and convert our hos- 
pital in too many cases into a mere place of recovery from attacks of deli- 
rium, or consequences of habitual intemperance and evil habits. The first 
object in the incarceration of a convict is for the protection of society, but the 
reformation of the prisoner will certainly tend to the diminution of crime by 
lessening the number of criminals." 

The session laws of 1861, chap. 803^rovide that the county judge of Mon- 
roe county may send inmates of the Western House of Refuge, guilty of in- 
subordination, to the Penitentiarv, but fails to make provision for their board 
and clothing while there confinea. Until within the past year the bills for the 
same, after some delay, have been paid, the equity of the claim beine beyond 
dispute, but the present compotroller refuses co pay the amount of the claim 
for thejpresent year, amounting to $444.48, until authorized by the legisla- 
ture. We presume no difficulty will be experienced in obtaining the passage 
of an act amending the act referred to providing for the payment of the sum 
now due this county, and for the payment of further claims as they accrue. 

The report of the inspectors was also referred to your committee, and we 
have carefully examined the same and believe it correctly %nd faithfully rep- 
resents the condition of the Penitentiary. 

We have not deemed it necessary to reiterate the suggestions and recom- 
mendations made in either of these reports submitted to us. We offer the 
following resolutions: 

Besolmi, That the representatives of Monroe county in the legislature be 
respectfully requested to procure an amendment to chapter 303, laws of 1861, 
so as to provide for the payment of the clothing and board of prisoners con- 
fined in the Monroe county penitentiary in pursuance of that act, and also 
to take such action as is necessary to secure the payment by the State of the 
sum of $444.48, now due this county, for support of prisoners heretofore 
maintained and provided for at the penitentiary, in accordance with the said 
act. 

Bcaolved^ That the superintendent of the penitentiary be, and he is hereby 
authorized to eicpend for the purchase of suitable books for the use of con- 
victs, a sum not exceeding $100, and pay for the same out of any funds in 
his hands belonging to the penitentiary. 

Besolved, That the thanks of this board are Justly due to the inspectors of 
the Monroe county penitentiary for the interest they manifest in that institu- 
tion and for their zealous and efficient efforts for its financial prosperity and 
to make it a reformatory as well as penal institution.

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 

RocHESTEB, Dec. 31, 1873. 
2b ihe HonorabU the Boa/rd of 9wpe(rviBor$ of Monroe County : 

Gbntlemek: — The duties of the office of Chaplain of the Monroe coun^ 
ahnshouse, to which you did the subscriber the honor to reappoint him in 1871, 
have been discharged by him during the past year in conducting public wor- 
ship on Sundays and preaching in the chapel, in visiting and ministering to 
the inmates both on &mdays and week-days, in the house and in the hospit- 
al, in administering in public and in private to such as sought them at his 
hands, the Christian sacraments, and in services in the chapel and at the 
grave over the remains of the dead. When the chilly weather of autunm set 
m, after the pulling down of the large dormitory for men, it became neces- 
sary to occupy the chapel as a dormitory, and the public religious exercises 
in the chapel were suspended ; but the visits of the chaplain a^d his minis- 
tries to individuals were continued until he was informed, some time in Octo- 
ber by a friend, of the action of your board in making a new appointment. 
After that his visits were confined to members of his own communion who 
asked his services. 

In consequence, as he has been informed, of an increased charge (eight 
dollars) for interments of paupers not chargeable to the citv, in the public 
grounds of Mt. Hope, the bodies of those of this class who were friendless, 
were laid in, what is familiarly known as the **bone yard," an enclosed lot 
of the public farm in the rear of the penitentiary. It was not uncommon, in 
such cases, to make more than one attempt in opening a grave, from the pick 
and shovels encountering, perhaps transversely, the mouldering coffin of 
some buried convict or pauper; while in spring and autunm, on a rainy time, 
the wetness of the ground and water in the grave, added to the pain of 
dishonoring the ashes of a brother man. 

In severed instances your chaplain could not deny himself the privilege of 
proauring at his own expense the interments in Mt. Hope of patients dyinr 
in the hospital, whose dependence came of misfortunes and not of crime, and 
whose sickness and death had been cheered by the solace of christian baptism 
and communion. 

He has ventured to attach to his report a receipt for his outlay in one of 
these cases, in the confidence that a rich agricultural town will not fail to 
reimburse him. 

BBLIOIOUS BERYICBS FOB ROMAN CATHOLICS. 

It is well known that a very large proportion of the inmates of your alms- 
house are foreign born, and that most of these are in religious faith Roman 
Catholics. It is a part of their education to make much of attendance once 
on each Lord's day on the public worship of their church, and it had been 
customary to indulge many of them in goine to the city on Sunday mornings 
for this purpose. The result from their yielding to the solicitations of appe- 
tite or the false kindness of acquidntances, were subversive of the order and 
discipline of the house, and an effectual remedy was found in the rule laid 
down fmd enforced by the present officers forbidding absence on Sundays, in 
conjunction with an oflfer of the chapel, at a fixed hour on Sunday, for relig- 
ious services by a minister of their own faith. Such services were held in 
consequence in the chapel at an early hour on Sunday mornings, by Father 
Bupane, a Roman Catholic clergyman, of courteous manners and earnest de- 
votion to his work, under appointment from his bishop, beginning in March 
last, and suspended upon the taking of the chapel for a dormitory. The in- 
fluence of this arrangement upon the discipline and good order of the house 
has often been attested by the officers in charge. 
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Yoor chaplain may be permitted to say in conclusion, that the ties of his 
sacred calling with inmates of the house who welcomed his services and with 
some who are still tenants of your hospital and examples of ever^ Christian 
virtue, and the happy relations and intercourse experienced with all the 
officers of the institution, having been chief recompenses of his services 
there.

An Act in relation to the powers and duties of the Board of Supervisors of 
the County of Monroe. 

The people of the State of New York represented in Senate and AesemtH/y, do 
enact aefoUows: 

Section 1. — The Board of Supervisors of the County of Monroe, are hereby 
empowered and required to designate before the expiration of the term of 
office of the County Treasurer last elected, one or more banks or bankine 
houses in which the funds of the County shall be deposited, which deposi- 
tories may be changed in the discretion of the Board. They shall prescribe 
the terms upon which the deposits shall be received, and direct in what way 
they shall be made and withdrawn, and all interest allowed thereon shall be- 
long to said County, and they shall require bonds as required by law in the 
case of the County Treasurer from the institutions receivmg the dei^osits and 
likewise a bond from the County Treasurt^r for such amounts, respectively, 
as may be deemed proper for the safe keeping and payment of the money. 
The provisions of this section, except as herein otherwise provided, shall go 
into effect from and after the expiration of the term of office of the County 
Treasurer last elected. 
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1 2. The taxpayers of the City of Rochester may pay their county taxes on 
or Defore the first day of January next succeeding the levying of the same 
without any addition thereto. If paid after the first day of January and on 
or before the fifteenth day of January then next, an addition of one per 
cent. ; if paid after the fifteenth da;^ of January and on or before the first day 
of February then next, an addition of two per cent. ; if paid after the 
first day of February and on or before the 16th day of February then next, an 
addition of three per cent. 

§ 3. The said Board are hereby authorised, and it shall be their duty to re- 
duce the fees of the Clerk of said County so that the net income of the ofiSce 
shall not exceed an amount which in their judgment will be a just and reas- ^ 
onble compensation for the services rendered, or they may make it a salaried 
office with or without reducing the fees; the change in either case to take ef- 
fect from and after the expiration of the term of office of the present clerk. 
And in case of making it a salaried office, they shall fix the annual salary to 
be paid to said clerk, which shall be determined before the expiration of the 
term of the present clerk, and all fees after said term received by said clerk 
shall be paid into the County Treasurer to the use of said County, under 
such regulations as they shall prescribe. And they shall require said clerk 
to ma^e returns from time to time on oath, as they shall direct, of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of said office. And to enable said Board to carry in- 
to effect the provisions of this section, they shall require said clerk to report 
to them, at the commencement of their next annual meeting after the pas- 
sage of this act, the whole amount of the business and income of the office 
for the first and second years of the term, stating as nearly as may be the 
amount of the different kinds and classes of business, and the gross amount 
of fees or compensation for the same, together with a statement of the whole 
exjfenses of doing said business, and he shall likewise make any other report 
that shall be required of him in relation to his office, and may also, with 
others, be examined on oath, touching the business, emoluments and expen- 
ses of said office. 

§ 4. The fees allowed or salaries paid to the treasurer and clerk of the 
county, shall be determined before they enter upon their respective offices, 
and no change shall be made therein during their respective terms of office. 

§ 5. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are to that extent 
hereby repealed.

Gentlemen: — Your Committee on building the new Poor House for the 
County would respectfully present to your nonorable body their final re- 
port: ^ 
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On the 28th of February, 1872, your Committee entered into a contract 
with George H. Thompson & Co., for bailding the new poor house, they 
doing the mason and carpenter work complete, acpordins to the specifica- 
tions presented to your Board, for the sum of $59,600. They have fulfilled 
their contract to the entire satisfaction of your Committee, the work hating 
been done in a good and substantial manner and in accordance with the 
terms of their contract 

On the 20th day of April, 1872, your Committee entlkred into a contract 
with Messrs. Connolly, Hart & Co., for the heating of the bull dine with 
steam, for the sum of $6,229. The same has been completed in a satisractory 
manner to your Committee, the warming of the building having been thor- 
oughly tested durine the cold weather. The plumbing work for the building 
has been completed by Messrs. Siddons and Son, at a cost of $1,858.01. 

It became necessary for your Committee to make the following explana- 
tions concerning certain work not provided for in anj specification, for the 
construction of the building, and to make the buildmg complete and ready 
to be occupied by the County.. 

The Committee found, upon examining the ground upon which the build- 
ing was ordered to be constructed, (the contract havine been let and specifi- 
cations drawn up previous to the location of the building), it became nece»> 
•ary in order to secure a good foundation to have an extra wall built of 142| 

Serches at $8.00 p?r perch, amounting to $428.25. The Committee also or- 
ered constructed two cells in the basement, one in each wing, at a cost of 
$118.67, it being necessary for the discipline of the institution that there 
^ould be such places provided. There being no provision for an oven for 
the building, the Committee had one constructed at a cost of $147.65 ; 
for extra work for traps in kitchen, and extra pipe in sewers, $68.06; mak- 
ing^extra mason work $757.68. 

The Committee (by order of the Board) ordered the window frames change 
ed from common frames to window frames boxed, with pulleys and weighSi 
attached, at a cost of $816. There being no provision for flooring the attics, 
and as it would give so much more available room, the Committee ordered 
them floored, including stairs to attic, at a cost of $860 96. On the recom- 
mendation of the Superintendent and Physician of the institution, the Com- 
mittee had the floors to the Hospitals deafened, at an expense of $109 for the 
carpenter work. The cost of mason work is included in the item of $68.06 
above stated. The Committee also ordered three doors in the basement to be 
constructed, a dumb waiter from the kitchen to the dining-room in the War- 
den's department, and the ceiling over stairs in basements, at a cost for the 
three items of $76. There being no provision for water tanks, or water 
closets in the building, they have been constructed at a cost of $587.17, mak- 
ing extra carpenter *work $1,949.13. The contractors constructed under the 
building three hydraulic pipe sewers (nine inch), extending twenty feet from 
the building. The Committee extended the three branches east from the 
bnildin^ far enough to bring them together at one point, so that the same can 
be run mone drain of larger dimensions, at a cost of $167.85.

Committee, has evA been ready to assist them in the details of the building 
during its construction and give them the benefit of his advice. 

The Committee at the commencement of their duties had the brick build- 
ing, used as a portion of the old Poor-House, pulled down, so that the mate- 
rifu could be used in the basement of the new building, which was sold to 
Messrs. Thompson & Co., for $322.50, being for the brick and stone only.

Your Committee, on entering upon their duties, found that it required an 
outlay, in addition to the work already done, of some extra plumbing and 
cooking ranges, with fixtures; also a pantry in the hospital kitchen, and 
other work in the shape of new mantles and grates, which properly belongs 
to the cost of the building proper, amounting to $8,822.52. We therefore 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

BeeolMd^ That the County Treasurer be, and he is hereby instructed to add 
the above amount to the original cost of the new poor house. 

They have therefore added the expense thus incurred to the 
cost of furnishing, increasing thereby our expenditures beyond 
the amount anticipated when the estimate on the cost of furnish- 
ing was made and appropriation applied for. 

Your Committee have endeavored to exercise the strictest 
economy in providing fixtures and furniture considered in their 
judgment substantial and necessary to the comfort and conveni- 
ence of the inmates of the Alms House. 

The total amount of our expenditures are $8,999.24, and we 
have drawn orders upon the County Treasurer for that amount 
in favor of different individuals and nrms, each order accompany- 
ing the bill for articles furnished, as follows :

That the city gjve the county $100,000, and also release the county from 
the payment of the $27,500 now due the city from the county. 

The city shall be entitled to the free and perpetual use, without rent, of 
that part of the building not reserved for the use of the county, but this 
agreemen|; not to effect the title to the land nor the occupation thereof. 

The city also to give the county one-half of the premises lately purchased 
in the rear of the court house, and that the county and the city jointly own 
and build the new building, and each receive s\ji equal proportion of what 
the old building may bring, and that each occupy the court house free from 
expense to either party, until such time as the new building may be ready 
for occupancy, and that the new building shall not exceed in the cost of 
erection and completion the sum of $500,000.
